IS TOR Y is to Men of 

Contemplation, of the fame 
UCe, as Books. of Precedents 
are to Men of Bulinefs, efpe* 
cially Legiflatours, Judges 
and Advocates: Whenever 
any Things happen extraor- 
dinary they have Recourie to the like Events, 
that have occutr'd in former Ages, and by 
duly confidering and comparing Times and 
Circumftances, they are enabled to make a 
more fblid Judgment concerning them. 
This has induced me to publifli at this 
Time, the following Narrative to the 
World, after it has Iain by me many Years 
neglected, and almoft forgotten. 




The PREFACE. 

The Occafion of Writing it was, thatf 
foon after the Plot againft King WillhtrPs 
Life was detected and difappointed, his Ma* 
jefty having thought fit that a True and 
Impartial Account of it fhould be made 
Publick, and having left it to the Lord 
Keeper Somwers, and the Duke of Sbrtwf- 
iurj, to appoint the Perfon that fhould draw 
it up, I was fent for by the Lord Keeper, 
and was by that Great Man engaged in this 
Undertaking, The better to enable me to 
go through with it, I was admitted to fe- 
veral Conferences with the Noble Lords 
abovenam'd, and with the Earl of Portland, 
who having the firft Notices of the Con- 
fpiracy, was acquainted with the Steps 
taken in it, before it was made known to 
the other two : And I was alfo furnifhed 
from the Secretary of State's Office, with 
Authentick Copies of the feveral Depofitions 
and other Papers, that I have thrown to- 
gether and printed at the End of this Nar- 
rative, as Vouchers of the Fa&s recited in 
it 5 referring the Reader to them for his 
further Satisfeftion, that the Thread of the 
Difcourfe might not be interrupted. 

This fhort Hiftory having been perufed 
and amended by the Lord Keeper, and the 
Duke of Shrewsbury, and having undergone 
a fecond Corre&ion by his Grace, was in a 
few Weeks compleated and ready for the 
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Prefs. But upon what Views and Reafons 
of State, I cannot pretend to determine, the 
Duke thought fit to delay the Publication of 
it fo long, that the Negotiations for a Treaty 
of Peace with Vrance intervening, it was 
then judged improper to let it go abroad. 

But I am now prevailed upon to make 
this Narrative Publick, not only becaufe k 
is in it felf a curious piece of Hiftory, at 
leaft, as to a great Part of it, and back'd 
with the Authority of fufficient Vouchers: 
But becaufe it is of Weight and Importance 
to all, who wifh well to the Liberties of 
Great Britain^ and the Reformed Religion ; 
and may be of great Ufe to many difcon- 
tented Men at this Time, to make them be- 
ware of diminifhing the Honour of the 
King, and fpeaking reproachfully of his Per- 
fon, or his Adminiftration \ left they encou- 
rage Popifh Bigots, and Proteftant Jacobites, 
to attempt the Subverfion of the prefent Go- 
vernment, the Overthrow of our Conftitu- 
tion, and even the Life of his Majefty, by 
the lame Steps and Motives that encouragM 
fome of the Confpirators to folicite and affift 
£ Foreign Invafion, and others to aflaffinate 
£ing William of Glorious Memory, that by 
thefe execrable Means they might re-eftablifh 
ft Popifh Prince upon the Throne. 

It is true, the far greateft Part of King 
WiUiam\ dtfaffe&ed Subje&s, who laboured 
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The PREFACE; 

to difturb the Government, and takeoff the 
AfFe&ions of the People from his Majefty 
and his Minifters, did not defign a Changes 
of Matters, and the Reftoration of the late 
King James ; nor did they believe that while 
they vented their Spleen and Paflion againft 
the Adminiftration, they were really bring- 
ing Things to Extremity, and arming Se- 
ditious and bloody-minded Men, againft 
the King's Life, or his Government-, or 
that they were either running the Nation' 
into the fad Calamities of a Civil War, or 
the inexpreffible Mifery and Confufion, that 
muft inevitably have attended the coming 
back of an exafperated Popifli Prince, by 
the Affiftance of a Foreign Army. But tho* 
this was not their Defign, yet by their vio- 
lent Difcontents and turbulent Behaviour, 
by their calumniating and mifreprefenting 
the King, and his Friends, with all the Arts 
that ingenious Malice could fugged ; and 
by inveighing in fuch a licentious Manner 
againft the Adminiftration, as no Govern- 
ment before, and none but the prefent, 
would ever endure, they greatly contribu- 
ted to the black Confpiracy. For as by 
thefe Ways they dilheartenM his Majefty's 
Friends, and reducM the Zeal and Loyalty 
of many, to a cold Indifference ; fo they 
animated and encourag'd defigning Men, 
who intended much more than the Body 

of 
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of the Malecontents imaginM, even to over- 
throw the Government it felf j and were 
ready to believe, that during thefe Heats and 
Difturbances, occafion'd by reftlefs Spirits, 
a fair Opportunity was ofFer'd them to ex- 
ecute their treafonable Purpofes ^ hoping 
while the Nation was involv'd in fuch po- 
pular Difcontents, they might without great 
Difficulty fucceed in their deteftable Enter- 
prize. Thus tho 1 the greateft Part them- 
felves did not intend to go fuch great Lengths, 
yet by going fo far as they did, they em- 
oolden'd the Confpirators to form their Tra- 
gical Scheme \ which had taken Effeft, had 
not Divine Providence, that had fo often 
before interpos'd, for the Prefervation of 
this Nation, in a wonderful Manner, de- 
feated the Execution of it, when it was 
brought to Perfe£\ion, and ripe for the 
Birth, 

And as the malignant Calumnies, grqund- 
lefs Suggestions, and bitter Inve&ives, 
fpread abroad with unwearied Diligence, in 
all Places, to the Prejudice of the Govern- 
ment, produced fuch a Temper and Difpo- 
fition in the People, as feem'd to threaten 
the Government with an Infurredtion j 
fo was it an Encouragement and Tempta- 
tion to the Confpirators, not only to pro- 
mote an Invafion from abroad, but like- 
Wife to form their Defign againft the King's 
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Paflions of a headftrong, turbulent Multi* 
tude ; fhould they not difmifs fuch a 
foolifh Opinion, from the Obfervation of all 
Hiftories of this Nature ; particularly from 
the fad Example of our late Civil Wars, 
and the Difturbances in King William's 
Reign ? Were not Multitudes of Men, 
who were very aftive in thole Troubles, 
and with great Zeal kindled, and by the 
fame Means that are now us'd, propagated 
Publick Heart-burnings and Difcontents ; 
over-reach'd and pufb'd on by crafty and 
defigning Men, who laid hold on this fa- 
vourable Opportunity, thus offer'd them, 
and managed the Heats and Paflions of the 
People, 'till in one Inftance they accom* 
plifh'd their wicked Purpofes and in the 
other had efte&ually done it, had not Di- 
vine Providence intervenM and defeated 
them? And though the Malecontents, 
who embark'd at firft with them, detefted 
the Event which was brought about, yet 
they fufferM Things to go on, 'till the Con* 
fpirators had got into their Hands too 
great a Power to be controul'd, and hin- 
dered from executing their Defigns. And 
this has ever been,, and ever will be, the 
{flue in all Cafes of this Nature ; when 
Matters will always be carried op, by Re* 
vengeful and Ambitious Leaders, beyond 
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the Intention and Inclinations of the 
greateft Part of the Fa&ion. 

And this Obfervation, that the greateft 
Part of the People, who at firft mbark'd 
in Seditious Pra&ices, purpofe to flop fliort 
of thofe Tragical Ends, which however 
they are unwarily enabling others to bring 
about, is confirmed by the memorable Ex* 
ample of King William's Parliament, pre- 
sently after the intended Invafion, and the 
Affaffination-Confpiracy, were difcover'd: 
For notwithftanding before that Time, the 
King had loft the greateft Part of the Com- 
mons, yet no fooner Was this horrible 
Treafon made appear, but the Affe&ions 
of thofe, who never defign'd to bring 
Things to that Extremity, returned to their 
Sovereign ; who then recovered fuch an In- 
tereft in the Houfe, that his Minifters car- 
ried all Things by a great Majority ; And 
it is to be hop'd, that now the People, who 
have been abus'd and milled, are convinced, 
that their Tumults and Difquiet have occa- 
(ioned at this Time, the like unnatural and 
deftru&ive Confpiracy, againft his Majefty 
and his Government, in Order to bring into 
the Kingdom a Popifh Pretender, with ail 
the terrible Calamities, that are infepe- 
rabie from that Event, it is, I fay, tQ 
be hpp'd, that upon fober Refleftion-, thefc 
Perfons, imitating the Example of thofe 
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Gentlemen, will return to their Loyalty 
and Affe&ion to the Government, efpoulje 
its Intereft and promote its Honour, with 
double Zeal and Induftry. 

I know that many difcontented Perfons 
declare that their Intention is not to over- 
turn the Eftablifh'd Government, nor to 
change Matters; but that they embroil 
the King's Affairs, revile and oppofe the 
Men in Power ; fill the Nation with Cla- 
mour and Confufion, to oblige his Majefty 
to rlifmifs his Miniftry, with whom they 
are difpleas'd ; and the Removal of theie 
Counfellors and Servants of State, will, 
as they pretend, give them Satisfa&ion : 
For, fay they, it is with thefe Gentlemen^ 
that abufe his Majefty and his People, and 
not with the King, that our Controverfy 
lies ^ which is to Copy exadly the Example 
of the difcontented Perfons in King 
Willianfs Reign ; who faid as much in 
their own Vindication, as the prefent angry 
and difaffe&ed Men can do. 

The Body of our prefent Malecontents 
affirm, that they bear no ill Will to his 
Majefty, but are fatisfied he fhould Rule 
over them ; and that they deteft and abhor 
all Defigns and Contrivances, that aim ait 
the Subverfion of his Government, and the 
Introdu&ion of a Popifh Pretender : The 
fame Thing was pleaded by the former to 
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Jtiftify their Condu&, andcxcufe their dif- 
fefpe&ful Speeches and feditious iA&ions. 
Are our prefent diffatisfied and clamorous 
Mutineers outwitted, drawn in, and carried 
on to further Lengths than they intended, 
by the Confpirators ; who took hold of 
this favourable Seafon, to build upon the 
Foundation of Popular Inquietudes, theit 
execrable Plot \ and ingrafted their Treafon 
on PubKck DiffatisGt&ions ? So their reftleft 
Predecefibrs, in that King's Reign, were 
manag'd and deluded by their Leaders, the 
King's implacable Enemies ; who rais'd an 
unnatural -and barbarous Scheme, upon the 
general Difcontents of the Nation: Dis- 
contents which the Confpirators created, 
abetted, and fomented, to promote their 
wicked Purpofes ; and which lay concealtt 
from the greateft Number of their Party, 
'till it was too late to prevent them. It is 
obfervable, that there were three Sorts or 
Degrees of difaffe&ed Men in King WiU 
liamh Reign ; the firft and the moft nume- 
rous confifted of Perfons, who had no De- 
fign or Inclination to difpoflefs the King, 
and to reftorethe Abdicated Prince, but 
they cherifh'd Feuds and inteftine Difor- 
ders ; oppos'd the Miniftry, and inveigh'd 
againft the Court, to compel his Majefly 
to change his Servants, and put the Admi- 
niftration into the Hands of their Leaders* 
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A fecond Rank went higher and refolv'a 
to take the Field and compafs their Ends 
by Force of Arms } and thefe were Pro- 
moters of the intended Infurre&ion and 
Invafion. But the Third and higheft Rank 
tyere compos'd of Men of Violence and of 
a Sanguinary Temper, of whom fome con- 
trived and favourM the execrable Plot a* 
gainft the King's Life ; while others not 
afraid of imbruing their Hands in Royal 
Blood,undertook the Execution. In like man- 
ner it is probable there will be found in the 
prefent Confpiracy,feverai Gradations j fome 
who only advanced fo far as to excite Po* 
pular Jealoufies and Difcontents, without 
any Defign to drive on to Uproar and Re- 
bellion : Others that were contriving how 
they might by Violence overturn the Go* 
Vernment .* And a third Rank of detefta- 
ble Villains* who dared to propofe the moft 
horrid and barbarous Attempts. 

The Purpofe of the greateft Part of our 
difaffe&ed Men, as I have obferv'd before, 
is to gaul and diftrefs the prefent Govern- 
ment, and by that Means to neceffitate the 
King, to change his Servants and Officers 
of State : But whence arifes their Diffatif- 
fa&ion and Clamour againft the prefent 
Minifters ? Is it that during their Adntiinr- 
ftration they promoted any Publick ill con- 
certed Schemes, that have made thefe Men 
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iineafy, and fill'd their Minds with Difcon- 
tent -, particularly the imprudent Manage- 
ment of the 8outb-Sea Company, which 
through the Weaknefs and Incapacity, or 
unfatiable Avarice of the Undertakers, fa- 
voured by Men in Powef, has involved the 
Nation in fo much Confufion ? Is this, I 
fay, the Caufe of their 111- Will, and Op- 
pofition to the Miniftry ? But how un- 
juftly are thefe Grievances charged uptfn 
the prefent Minifters ? One rtiay difcover & 
ftrong Inclination to Calumny and Defa- 
mation, and a violent Bent and Difpofiti- 
on to miftake, in fuch Perfons, who can* 
nop-ecdlleft, that the Men in Power, tin-' 
der whofe AdminiftratiOn and Dire&iori 
thofe falfe Steps were made, are dead and 
gone, or at leaft difgracM And as none 
of thofe, who are at prefent at the Head 
df Affairs, can be juftly charg'd with the 
Male-Adminiftration of others, fo fome of 
them, who are now in Power, did to their* 
great Honour oppofe with much Strength 
of Reafon, Spirit and Eloquence, the fa- 
tal Scheme of the South-Sea Company 5 
and therefore no National Grievance, or 
Mifcarriages before their Time, can juftly 
be imputed to their Advice or ConduQJ 
It is certain that the late Men in Power 
left the Publick Affairs to the prefent Mini- 
fters encumberM with many heavy Bur- 
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dens, and involved in almoft inextricable 
Difficulties ^ and to heal all the Breaches, 
and cure all the grievous Diftempers of 
the Nation, when the Adminiftration was 
committed to their Care, without any 
Complaints and Diflatisfa£tions of the 
People, was a Task unequal to the moft con* 
fummate Wifdom, and the greateft Ca- 
pacity and Application. Is it a juft Ob- 
jection againft them,- that they were not 
State- Surgeons, skilful enough to attempt, 
carry on, and compieatthe Cure of a Na* 
tion deeply wounded by other Hands, 
without giving fome Pain by their Reme- 
dies and Operations ? Thofe Perfons there- 
fore muft be given up to a Contempt of 
common Senfe, and an AfFe&ation of Blind- 
nefs, or they muft gafp after falfe Popu- 
larity, or feel a paffionate Defire to em- 
broil our Publick Affairs, who attempt to 
transfer the A&ions of a preceeding Mi- 
niflxy to the prefent, and charge the late 
real or pretended Mifmanagement of Af- 
fairs upon a new Set of Men, who were 
no more the Ogcafions of it, than their 
Accufers themfelves. If the Predeceffors 
of the prefent Minifters have eaten fowr 
Grapes, muft the Teeth of their SuccefTors 
befetonedge? And fhouid it be allow'd, 
that fome falfe Steps have been made, and 
fome Miftakes committed by them, fince 

they 
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fcheyrjSrft were plac'd at the Helm ; may 
not a-juft Apology be made for them from 
the foregoing Obfervation, that never any 
Men enter'd upon the Miniftry, when the 
Government Was more difconcerted and em- 
broiPdand Publick Affairs were in a more 
perplext and inexplicable Diforder and Con- 
fufion ? May not; fome undefign'd Mifcarri- 
ftges happen, notwkhftanding (he greateft 
Vigilance and the raoft careful Provifions 
ihould be eihploy'd to prevent tbem, in a 
Cafe where the Difficulties feem'd infupe- 
rable? For what Minifters, tho 7 endow'd 
With the greateft Capacity, Penetration 
and Forefigbt, are infallible? 

But dill the Minifters are unacceptable 
to you, and thuft be remov'd ? But for 
What Rea&ns ? Is it for their want of Abi- 
lkies > Application, and Experience in Pub- 
lick Bufinefs ? This cannot be pretended ; 
for the Gentlemen at the Head of Affairs, at 
ieaft the greateft Part of them, have all 
thofe Endowments in an eminent Degree: 
And are the Men, whom you would ad- 
vance to their Places* fuperiour to them in 
Minifterial Qualifications ? Is it for want 
6f Loyalty and fincere Attachment to the 
Interefts of the EftablifhM Government, 
which you defire may continue and profper ? 
This certainly cannot be alledg'd ; on the 
contrary, it is for their Love to the King* 
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and firm adherence to his Government, 
that they are revil'd, opposed, and hated 
by thofe Men, who are endeavouring to 
fubvert the Civil Eftablilhment, and intro- 
duce a Popifh Pretender. There remains 
then but one more Reafon, why yoa can 
defire the Change of the Miniftry, and that 
is, that it may be plac'd in the Hands of 
the Leaders of your Parry j for if they are 
changed for others of the fame Principles, 
you will continue diflktisfied : But ftill you 
would have your Friends, as you caH them, 
in the Adminiftration, becaufe yoil then 
believe the great Places and Preferments 
will be fhar'd among you j and 'till that be 
done, your Murmurs and Difcontents will 
never be pacified. Now to convince you 
of the Unreafonablenefs of this Defire, give 
me leave t<> expoftulate thus with you : You 
declare, and I believe you are fincere, that 
you do not defign or wifh the Overthrow 
of the Government, and the fetling of any 
other Perfon upon the Throne ; and this, 
notwithftanding all your Difcontents, you 
muft principally defire may be fecur'd. 
Why then do you labour that thefe Mini- 
fters fhould be difplacM, that fome of your . 
Leaders may be intruded with the Admi- 
niftration, iince it is moft evident, that the 
Gentlemen now in Power, are hearty 
Friends to the King and his Government ; 
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and it is no lefs evident, that great Num- 
bers of your Party are endeavouring to pull 
it down and fet up another ? Have they 
not betray'd and abus'd you in the moft 
egregious manner, by forming and carrying 
on a Traiterous Defign to overturn the Go- 
vernment, which is what you deteft and 
abhor ? and would you truft the Govern- 
ment, which you profefs you earneftly de- 
fire may be fupported and preferv'd, in the 
Hands of fuch, who in Contempt and Vi- 
olation of folemn Oaths, and all religious 
Obligations, are confpiring todeftroy it ? 

If you are fincere in your Declarations, 
that you heartily defire the Continuance, 
and not the Change of the Governours, Is 
it difficult to determine which Set of Men 
you Jhould wilh to be in Power; thofe 
who will ftrenuoufly labour to preferve 
it, and fo maintain your Religious and Ci- 
vil Liberties, and all your Rights and Pro- 
perties, which you now enjoy, without 
Encroachment or Violation, notwithftand- 
ing fome inferiour Obje&ions you have 
againft them, or thofe who endeavour to 
overturn your Civil Eftablifhment, hy 
bringing in a bigotted Pretender ? This is 
lb plain a Cafe, that it will admit of no De- 
bate, and it is an Affront to good Senfe To* 
nmch as to deliberate upon the Choice. 
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But perhaps you will ftill harp upon this 
String, and lay th$t the Administration of 
Publick Affairs is not in the Hands of your 
Friends, and that is what you can never 
bear. But how can this be truly faid ? Are 
not thofe your greateft Friends, that fupport 
and maintain the Government, the Prefer- 
yation of which you declare you heartily 
Wifh, as being well apprizM of the Confu- 
fion and Calamities that muft be the fad 
Confequences of its Ruin ? Are not fuch 
Men, I fay, your real Friends, and are not 
thofe as certainly your Enemies, who whilft 
you only aim at the Change of the Mini- 
stry, are taking Advantages of the Steps 
you make, to lead you on to a total Over- 
throw of the prefent Eftablifhment ? Yon 
are perhaps difpleas'd that the Gentlemen 
now in Power acquire Eftate$ and great 
Honours, and do you believe that thofe, 
\vhom you by a great Miftake call your 
Friends, will ferve the Government out of 
pure Afle&ion, and without any Eye to the 
main Chance ? Will they be fo felf-denying 
as to have no regard to the Encreafe of their 
Fortunes and Advancement of their Fami- 
lies ? The contrary is out of Queftion ; and 
why fhould they incur the Difpleafure and 
envy of any, for doing what all, even their 
yrorthieft Predeceflbrs, Have done before, a. 
1/Valftngham or a Godolfhin now and then 
' ■"■""'.. * pcepted. 
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excepted, and what is no more than good 
Statesmen deferve, and very dearly earn ? 

Befidesj fince you fay your Scheme is not 
to remove your Sovereign from the Throne, 
but the Minifters from their Places , and 
fince you endeavour to difturb and diftrefs 
our Governours, that for their own Quiet 
they may make you eafy in this Point, 
let us fuppofe that you were gratified in 
this Defire, will not the difcarded Minifters 
and their Friends have the fame Reafon to 
bear them out, if they in their Turn fhould 
ufe the fame Methods to perplex and dif- 
quiet the Government, 'till the Minifters 
and their Friends were turn'd out of Pub- 
lick Employments ? And after this manner 
our Publick Affairs will be ftiil embroiled, 
and the Government will have no Reft, nor 
can we ever hope for a fetled and lading 
Peace. 

Confider further, that it is a Di£tate 
of right Reafon, that as of two good 
Things, the greateft, fo of two Evils, the 
leaft is to be chofen : Now it is certain, 
that under this Adminiftration you fully 
enjoy your Religion, and all your Civil 
Rights ; for furely you cannot believe that 
you have a Right to publick Places and Pre- 
ferments by the Fundamental Laws of 
the Realm, and that your Title to Domi- 
nion, and the Adminiftration of Affairs, is 
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interwoven with the Conftitutton ; and yet 
one might be tempted to believe fomething 
of this Nature, while you fly in the Face 
of all Governments that do not employ 
your Party in the principal Offices of State, 
and divide the Promotions among you: 
Puring this Miniftry, I fay, your Con- 
stitution is preferv'd unbroken, your 
Laws are unviolated, and your Properties 
fecur'd, and the eftablifh'd Government, 
which you fay yoii like and wifh well to, 
is fupported <and maintained ; and on the 
other Hand, yoyi undergo no Suffering, but 
that of being difappointed of thofe Places 
and Preferments, which you expe&ed fhould 
have been put into your Hands. Now is 
not the lofs which your felves, and ail your 
Countrymen would incur, of all thofe ef- 
fential Benefits and Advantages I have 
jiam'd, or a great Hazard of lofing them, 
a far greater Evil than your bare Exclufion 
from the Adminiftration and Places of Pro- 
fit ? It is certain, as I obferv'd before, that 
if your Leading Gentlemen, at leaft many 
of them, fhould be employed, they would 
betray and deftroy our Civil Eftablifliment ; 
fince they difcover their Principles and In- 
tentions, by a&ually engaging in a detefta- 
bie Confpiracy againft his Majefty's Perfon 
^nd Government : Now do you determine 
which of thefe two Evils is the leaft, and 
flierefore to be chofen t >Jot- 
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Notwithftanding what I have urg'd, I 
lam afraid you will not yet get the Places 
and Preferments out of your Minds ; your 
Friends enjoy'd them during the Reigns of 
the two Kings, Charles the Fir ft and the Se- 
cond ^ and having tafted the Sweetnefs of 
them fo long, began to think they were in- 
titled to them by Prefcription, and that 
their Party, as the only Perfons qualified! 
for Publick Builnefs, fhould inherit, by an 
uninterrupted Succeffion, all the Honoura- 
ble and Beneficial Trufts. But if you will 
always infill upon the Diftribution of the 
Places amo^g you, before you will favour 
and aflift the Government, confider that 
jthis is not to pay Obedience to the King, 
as your Sovereign, but as the Head of your 
Party, and to declare your Refolutions 
plainly not to ferve any Prince, whom you 
cannot govern; or in other Expreffions, 
that will not make you Viceroys and Rulers 
over him } for you do not reverence and 
obey him as the Supream Magiftrate 
vefted with Divine Authority, for then you 
would obey all Sovereigns without Diftin&i- 
on, but as the Minifter of a Junto, and 
Vicegerent of a Fa&ion. 

When King Charles the Second had put 
your Party into high Stations in the Govern- 
ment, and divided among them all the In- 
feripur Places of Truft and Profit, this ef- 
fectually 
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fe&ually kept thetp in good Humour ; and 
now they were fo fond and enamour'd of 
their Prince, that they never obje&ed to 
him, fo as to weaken their Affe&ions, thofc 
Faults, which they would never endure in 
another, but upon the fame Conditions, 
And now it was that Padive Obedience and 
Non-Refiftance were Sacred Do£trines f ancj 
even EtTential to Chriftianity. But in 
the Reign of King James this Pofition, 
which they declared they would never part 
with, was fufpended and no longer in Force, 
while many of the greateft of the Party 
were embark'd in a Confpiracy againft their 
Sovereign, which took ef&£t, and left the 
Throne empty : And when King William 
fiird it, this Do&rine feem'd ftiil to be laid 
by, efpeciaily by thofe who abetted an In- 
vasion, and intended to rife in Arms to 
depofe their Prince. When Queen Ann 
came to the Crown, one would have 
thought this Do&rine fliouid have revived 
and flourifh'd in its full Vigour \ but that 
Queen, before their Darling, having thought 
fit to chufe a Miniftry which difpleas'd 
them, fell into Difgrace, and loft the Fa- 
vour of the Party; nor was fhe able to re- 
cover it, but by difmifiing k wife Council, 
an excellent Lord Treafurer, and a Victo- 
rious General, whofe repeated Triumphs 
they were not able to bear, nor forgive, 

and 
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and by calling fuch Perfons to the Admit 
ft ration, whom they approved ^ and then 
the Doftrine of Paffive-Obedience ancj 
Non-Refiftance was reftor'd, and took 
place for a few Years. But foon after King 
vEORGE was plac'd on the Throne, it was 
again put under Sufpenfion, and now feems 
quite funk and trampled under Foot with 
great Contempt •, nor is it ever like to rife 
again, 'till a Prince like King Charles fhall 
lit upon the Throne, that is, one who will 
put intotheir Hands the Adminiftration and 
all Pofts of Honour and Profit. 

But by this you plainly deprive the King 
pf his Choice, and lay him under a Ne- 
ceflity of admitting none into his Service in 
Publick Affairs, but whom you approve. It 
is mie, that when Queen Ann at the latter 
Enaof her Reign, remov'd her Minifter*, 
and promoted fuch as you, were pleas'd 
with, to their high Stations, upon a Re- 
port fpread abroad that fome Citizens had 
keen (b forward, as to advife the Queen 
not to change Hands, you exclaim'd againft 
their Rudenefs and Prefumption, with the 
greateft Vehemence ; crying out, What do 
thefe Men mean ? What ! will they not allow 
the Queen to make Choice of her own Ser- 
vants, a Priviledge which all private Fa- 
milies have a Right to ? By which Exam- 
pie it is evident, that you afiow'd (he Queen 

z, 
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a Liberty to chufe her Minifters ; but it is 
as evident that it was a Liberty with this 
Reftri&ion and Limitation, that fhe Ihould 
choofe none but your felves ; for were not 
this the true Cafe, you would not raife 
fuch Clamours againft the King, for taking 
upon himfelf to choofe his own Servants, 
though they were not recommended or ap- 
proved by your Party. I fhall fay no more 
upon this Subject in this Place, but refer the 
Reader to the Pages at the End of this 
Narrative :, which are as pertinent and fea- 
fonable in thefe Times, as they were in 
thofe when they were written. 

To confirm more abundantly the Fads 
related in the following Hiftory, reference 
may be made to the Lord Pre/ton's printed 
Papers, and the Tryals of the Per^ns, 
who were condemned and executed for this 
Confpiracy. And what particulars in this 
Narrative of Inferiour Moment, are not 
confirmed by the Vouchers annexed, I re- 
ceived from the Minifters of King William % 
whom I have above nam'd. 
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will any Thing of Importance occur in this Namaitive) 
but what will apppear Undeniably true, ekher by the 
cleared Evidence that was ever produced on fuch arf 
Occafion, or by the free and unconftrain'd Confetti- [ 
bns of the Criminals themfelves- 

This Account is written not only to excite a due 
Admiration of fo great an Example 6? the Ahragh-* 
ty's Gracious Providence, by which this bloody 
Confederacy was dete&ed, and his Majefty's Life 
and Government fecur'd againft the execrable Plots of 
his Enemies, which notwithftanding muft be ac- 
knowledge to be a great Inducement to it, but that 
the Chriftian World may be fully convine'd of the 
King's Juftice, when they fhall fee with Horifor toy 
what diflionourabk and barbarous Ways thofe Ene- 
mies had refolv'd to take him off, and overfpread his 
Kingdoms with Ruin and Defoktioh. 

- And as there is juft Reafon to exped this gptitt E£- 
feft abroad, fo a great Advantage may be reaped ftota 
itatHome> fince it is reafonable to believe that when 
the People of this Kingdom fhall fee what terrrible 
Dangers they have efcaj^d, and that iathe Qpiakn* of 
thofe, who moft wifh their Kmh, they cannot be 
deftroy'd while hit Majcfty is fafe* they wilt be e&- 
bliih'd in their Zeal and Loyalty to him* -and united 
more firmly to one another for their mutual Defence 
and Security, v. 

The Guilt of thefe Cofcfpirators will be plac'd in fo 
clear a Light, that even our greateft Adverfaries, who 
difappointed of Suecefs, will without Doubt labour 
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to evade the Shame, not being able by all their Arti- 
fices* which feldom fail them on fuch Occasions, to 
give any Turn to the Matter, by which, the Force 
and, Light of the Evidence may be eluded, muft be 
compelled to own. xhz Fad to their everlaftiflg Shame 
and Confiifiorw 

This monftrous Conception* a$ is ufual in the like 
Cafes, did by var vm Steps receive its Shape* Vigour 
and Maturity : The Seeds of Sedition, which had 
been e^-ly and plentifully fawn in the Nation, were 
attended with foduftry and Application* and che- 
rilh'd with: warm and a&ive Influences, before they 
aftain'd fuch a prodigionsGrowth * for the firft Un* 
eafi^ef^and.Di^ontcnt^of the Fadion, requir'd fome 
Tiipe to, be improved and ripened into the malignant 
Tenjperof Traytors and Ruffians, who without Re- 
mode sftght imbrue their Hands in their Sovereign's 
Bloods and give up their Country to inexpreflibfe 
C^bmities. 

\yhen the late King James with his Popifibt and 
Arbitrary Councilors had fully purpos'd the Subvert 
fion of the ancient Government and the Extirpation 
of; the EftabliiVd Worftiip of thefe Realms, and by 
degrees had made fo confiderable a Progrefs, that they 
feem'd almoft fure of compaffing their wicked End, 
the great Benefador of Mankind, out of Commife- 
ration to thefe Kingdoms* was pleas'd to interpofe in 
a furprixkig- Manner, between a fuffering People, and 
the inexorable Invaders of their Religion and Liberty • 
In this Extremity of Aflairs herais'd up for us a glo-

rious Deliverer, his prefent Majefty, who afcended the 
Throne, amidft fuch univerfal Applaufes and ExpreP 
fions of Joy* as perhaps have no Example in former 
Ages ; nor could it be iffiagid'd that the Pleafure and 
Satisfaftion of the People could be left general or more 
moderate, to fee their Deliverer become their King* 
when they had invited him to undertake their De- 
fence, with fuch importunate Entreaties, and expe<9> 
ed him with fuch Impatience^ as could not proceed 
but from the higheft Difcontents under the former 
Reign, and the deeped Senfe of their approaching 
Ruin. No Revolution was ever brought about witK 
lefs Effufion of Blood* none having ever met with lefs 
OppoGtion. Our Oppreflbrs, and with thetn bur 
Fears in a few Days fled from the Prefence of our great 
Deliverer. It is very remarkable* and will be ever kok'd 
upon as a great Proof of the good Nature of the£*g- 
UJby that notwithftanding there is nothing more com- 
mon in Foreign Nations, than for thofe who prevail ii* 
all fuch Changes of Government, to inflift the deepeft 
Marks of their Refentment and Revenge on the con*' 
que^d Party ; yet in this Revolution the Adherents' 
of the late King could not complain of any Infults and 
Violence ftom the People, tho' they were become 
univerfally odious, and had by their infolent Behavi- 
our and unfufferable Violations of our Rights, high* 
ly incens'd the whole Nation againft them* 

And as they efcap'd the ufual Effe&s of Outrage 
and popular Fury, fo were they likewife treated by 
his Majefty, both before and after his Acceffion to the 

Thronfe* 
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Throne, with all the Gentlenefs that was ever fhewri 
by a merciful Prince. Inftead of profecuting them 
with the utmoft Severity of Juftice,. for breakiitg in 
upon our eftablifti'd Conftitutiori, he promoted arid 
pafs'd a general Aft of Grace* in which very few were 
excepted, arid thoft few never j>rofecuted* 

This extraordinary Clemency of the King, and 
feood Nature of the People, exceeded the utmoft Ex-* 
oedations of the Servants of the late King James; 
for at the Beginning of this happy Change, and du- 
ririg the Seffion of the firft Parliament, they lay un- 
der the great^ft Confirmation, and were terrified 
with continual Apprehenfions of being called to art 
Account for their Crimes and Mifdemeanours in the 
late Reign. They would then have fate down con- 
tented with Safety and Protection under the prefent 
Government, while they did not aim at Power, but 
Impunity. This was indeed at firft their Temper*, 
and it was Matter of great Joy and Satisfa&ion to 
them, that they had thus efcap'd with their Lives* 
Liberties . arid Eftates, which was much more than. 

• ... * 

they had Reafon to expeft. But this Difpofitiori 
was of no long Continuance, for prefently after the 
Diffolution of that Parliament, their Fears of publick 
Difpleafure being remov'd, they begin to thiak well 
of their Condition, conceiv'd Hopes of the late 
King's returning to the Throne, and enter'd upon 
Defigns for accompliftiing of it. 
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Of thefe Perfons difaffe&ed to his Mafjefty ancf 
his Government, there were two Sorts, Papifts and 
Proteftants ; the Papifts, who were in the Reign q£ 
the late King advanc'd to Employments in the Ar- 
my, enjoy *d Places of Honour and Profit in the State* 
and flatter'd themfelves with the Hopes of effcblifh- 
ing their own Religion, were enrag'd when they faw 
the Scene (o fuddenly chang'd, and their Hopes 
bkfted by an unexpedted Revolution. 

As for the difcontented Proteftants, who were fome 
of them of loofe Lives, and great Indifference to any 
Religion, that they might fhare the Spoil and divide 
with the Papifts the Profits and Preferments, united 
heartily with them in the laft Reign; and others, whc 
formerly exprefs'd little Regard to the People's 
Rights, yet when thofe of the Church were alfo ha- 
zarded, together did indeed awaken to a lively Senfe of 
their Condition, and made a very comrnendable Op- 
position and an honourable Stand. But many of then* 
not being acquainted with our Hiftories and the 
EngUJb Conftitution, or intoxicated with wild and 
extravagant Notions about the Nature and Defcent or 
the Regal Power, which they had cherifhed fo long, 
that they became perfeft Enthufiafts in Matters of 
Government, feparated from the Body of the Church 
of England) upon this Account among others full as 
weak ; that the Members of it paid Obedience to his 
Majefty and hfe Government. Thefe unreafonable 
and obftinate Schifmaticks breaking off Communion 
with the Church, met for Religious Worfhip in Con* 

denticles 
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Vdtiticfes, and unlawful AfTembliesj fuch as themfelves 
had often ftiled, and fuch as theirs truly prbv'd, th6 
kendezv&te of diffaffe&ed Perfons, and the Nurie- 
ries of Rebellion. The Papifts arid fiich Prot<*ftartts 
as thefe were inexpreffibly difquieted at his Majefty's 
Acceffiori to the Throne : But for their Corifolatiotf 
under fuch a fiirprizing ESifappoirittnent, they flatter'd 
themfelves that his Government was but ftiort-liv'ck 
and that by their Intereft at H6me arid powerful AC* 
fiftance from Abroad, they fhouki foon fee the latd 
King come back in Triumph* 

And now they began openly to exprefi their Di& 
fetisfe&ion, and to ufe all the Artifices, which thei* 
Wit arid Malice could fuggeft; to alienate the Affefti-* 
bns of the King's Sub/e&s, and a$ much as poffible tcP 
eiftbroil his Af&irs ; arid that they might facilitate 
fhe Reftoration of the former King* they labour'dl 
toweakeii and diftefs theprefeht Govermnerit by all 
the Obftru&ions they could lay in its Way- 

Their Biifinefs was in all Places to run down arid 
iratfw Contcinpt upon the Adminiftration; toexpofe 
bur Officer* of State ; to diminifh arid fpeak flighdy 
bf the Kiiig*s Frierids i a(nd Allies, and to magnify and 
tetol the Power of his Foreign Eneiriies. They im- 
puted alfo With malicious Art to ill Conduct attd 
Mlfltt«wgeinettt, dur Misfortuiies and inevitable Mif- 

Catt ia g c s, Mifcirriages Which they theffifelvefc oecafl- 
<*tfd by cutting (hoftthe Sinews of War* and clogf- 

gitig the Wheel* of the Gavemrtient, that they might 

Auftm* his Matty's great I>e£gifc» and then re* 
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proach hiih for what themfelves had contrived anrf 
brought about for that very Purpofe. 

'Tistrue, the Confpirators here had fomeDepen- 
dance on the Number of their Party, which notwith- 
ftanding was not fo great as they imagined ,• but their 
chief Confidence was built upon the Expe&ation of 
Affiflance frfcm Abroad, their Party here being too - 
iocohfiderable to make any Attempt upon the Govern- * 
ment. 

And at this Time fo formidable was the Growth 
of France* with whom we were then adhially en- 
gag^ in War, while conftant Succefles attended the 
Arms of her enterprising King, that She juftly gave 
Umbrage to all her Neighbours, and therefore theMale-* 
contents chiefly depended upon the Power of this -.' 
great Potentate for the Subversion of ctarprefent Efta- 
blilhrrient,and the bringing back of the late King. For 
this Reafpn in all Companies, they magnified the 
Wifdom and Strength of France, and as much leffen'd 
and debas'd that of his Majefty and his Allies, by 
which they hop'd to intimidate their Countrymen* 
and fink the Reputation of his Majefty's Arms, 

At this Time as the King had the Weight ef tli£ 
French Power to contend with, which was look'4 
upon as more than-fufficientto 6yerwhelm him, fo to 
their great Joy the Malecontents faw him entangled in 
Dqmeftick Difficulties, which they judg'd inextrica^ 
ble. The Rebellion in Scotland had a dangerous At 
peft, but the War in Ireland, they believ'd infupera- 
We> that whole Kingdom* excepting Londonderry, 

being; 
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being in the Hands of the Enemy, and not to be n> 
duc'd, but at a great Expence of Blood and Torture. 
They doubted not but that a terrible War Abroad, 
and a raging Rebellion at Home, would infallibly 
crulh our Reftorer, and fink a Government fo lately 
feded; for they knew that his Majefly could not be 
in Flanders, Ireland* and Scotland at the fame Time, 
and yet they thought his Affairs muft of Neceffity 
be ruin'd without his Prefence in all thofe Places. 

Nor did they want Malice or Induftry to reprefent 
to the People all thefe Difficulties and Dangers in the 
raoft formidable Shape, to terrify them from affifting a 
finking Government as this was reprefented, either by 
fighting for its Preformation in the Field, or contribu- 
ting their Money for the Encouragement of thofe^ 
wJio .did &u Thus they laboured with indefatigable 
Diligence to weaken his Majefty's Credit and Repu* 
tation with his Subjefts, and endeavour'd to drive 
them to a perfeft Defpair by poflefling them, as far 
ai they were able, that it was nptpoffible for the Go- 
vernment to fupport it felf under the various Burdens 

ijhat encumbered it. 

And hoping now to accompHfh their mifchicvous 

Defigns, they carefully reprefented to the Minifters 

of France, what Advantages were at this Time in their 

Hands, and how favourable the Seafon was during the 

King's Abfencein Ireland, to attempt the Overthrow 

o£ the Governments and this was done with dm 

§uccefs, that France was prevail'd with, to furprize 

us this Summer in the Channel with a flronger Fleet.

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than it w$s thought poflible for that Naticjq to have 
furqifh'd put. It is true, the Diaffe&ed ever difco* 
vered a barbarous and unnatural Delight a( the De- 
ftru&ion of thejr Countrymen, when at any Time 
their Enemies gain d the leaft Advantage over them; 
90 News being ever received with more PkafurCf 
than jthe Qverthrow of the EngUflh and the Victo- 
ries and Succeffes of France 1 But never was any Mif? 
fortune that befell us, received with that particub* 
Satisfadion and exquifite Reiliih as the Dishonour 
that happened to England this Summer, from the Ear} 
of Torringm's Defeat by the French Fleet be&i** 
mentioned. This they thought moft nearly concerned 
pur Reputation as well as Safety, and therefore k 
was not poflible for them to diffemble their immode- 
rate Joy at the News, that tjie Naval Strength of 
franc* was this Campaign faperiour to that: of Eng- 
land. 

Who can forget the Threats and infulting Exprtf? 
Cons of the Fa&ion, when the French had thus pre* 
vail'd? How was the Wind curs'd that took thenr 
fhort, and prevented the Deftni(3aon of our RoyaJ 
Navy at Spit-head ? They exprefe'd the like becoming 
Satisfa&ion, when they afterwards heard that Mons y 
fharleroy mANamur were reduced by f ranee; nor could 
they forbear their Triumphs, when they heard that 
3ny of pur Merchants orConvoys fell into the Power of 
the Enemy, Thus were they contented to facrifice to 
fheir Refentments, the Treafure and Blood of thein 
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fitertr of England, were fatisfied to give up the Li* 
berries of ril Em-ope. 

This unexpected Advantage of the French at 
Sea fo ftiuch encouraged the Malecontents, and fo 
difpirited his Majefty's good Subjeds, that nothing 
lefs than the Signal Vidory at the Boyne had been 
Efficient to have ftopp'd the growing Mifchief. 
The Suecefs of that Famous Adion proved indeed 
a very feafonable Remedy, and had a remarkable 
Influence in abating the Arrogance of the Fadion, 
confirming the King's Friends, and determining the 
Doubtful to their Duty. 

The DifafFe&ed finding Things thus fettled and 
compofed, far beyond their Expe&ation, by his 
Majfty's profperous Campaign in Ireland, and be- 
ing ftill furioufly bent upoh bringing about their 
wicked Defigns , foon after, as it is well known, fct 
on Foot a dired Negotiation with their Friends qt 
St. Germain, to concert Meafures, and form De- 
figns againft the Government. This Traiterous 
Commerce was undertaken by the Lord Preflon 
and his Accomplices ; and though he, and fome other 
of the Conspirators, by falling into the Hands of Ju- 
ftice, were prevented from carrying it on, yet o- 
thers of the Fadion fucceeded to the Employment, 
and not long after tranfaded with the Court above- 
named, to bring about an Invafion of England. *

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The French King, and his Friends, feeing his 
Majefty had with invinfible Patience and Fortitudp 
furmounted fo many Difficulties, which in their 
Opinion, measuring his Strength by that of com* 
mon Princes, would have certainly over-wheIm\J 
him, and obferving that now he flione forth with 
ftronger Light, having fcattered the .Clouds, that 
obfcured him at his firft rifing, and finding that 
the Englijb we*e: generally well plcafed with a Mo* 
narch that was .truly Martial - 9 and a zealous Prote&or 
of the Proteftant Intereft, Qualities, which they 
long wifhed to fee, either together, or but fo mu<& 
as fingly upon the /Throne, and inferring (hence, 
that there was little Hope remaining, tha^ the Body 
of the Nation would ever invite the late abdicated 
King to return, thty agreed to iippofehim on the 
Kation by Force, whom of Choice the Englijh 
were never likely to receive , 

It is no 'wonder that Monarch, was willing to be 
at any Hazard or Expence to reftore the late King 
yamesy when he found fuch a vigorous Oppofitiop 
from his Succeffor, who had now put himfclf at the 
Head of the Confederacy, and added the Weighp 
of England to fupport the Common Intereft of 
Europe ; he could not but exp^efs an ardent Zeal to 
divert the Arms of England* anc| crufti a Prince, 
whole Illiiftrious Vertues, ai}4 Military Fame; were 
jxcome very uneafy to him ,* for he could not but 
tyith Difpleafure and Envy look upon the King of 

Great-Britain, as the piqft likely Perfoii in th? World, 

&..,% . /. , ..; i i. . ..: • nQt 
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jript only to eclipfe his Glory, but even to fhafce 
the Foundations of his Empire ; and therefore He 
complyed with jthe Solicitations of the Malecoo- 
jtegts^ arid while the King was abfent in Flanders, 
refolved to make a Defcent upon his Kingdom. 

Accordingly in the Year 16$ i, a numerous Ar- 
yny was colle&ed and drawn down to the Sea-Coafts 
near L4 Hogue, the late Kiog being # their Head ; a 
a proportionable Number of Tranfports were pro- 
vided, and all Things prepared for their Embarka- 
tion : And it is very obfervabje, that Granvall's De- 
fign to aflaflinate hjs Majefty tfyat Campaign in 
Flanders wjis concerted the fame Summer, * in like 
manner, as this laft Confpiracy againft the King's 
Life was f$t on Foot at the fame time with the in- 
tended Invafion, as will afterwards appear. 

In the mean time the difcontented Party here in all 
Places grew moft audacious. They infulted the 
Friends of the Government, and reviled his Maje- 
fty f the Head of it, in fo infolent a manner, as 
fhew'd they loqked upon Succefs as fure, and fecm- 
ed tranfported with the greateft Joy, that in a few 
pays they ftiould fee this Kingdom involved in Blood 
and Confufion ; being themfelves ready to engage on 
the Side of a Foreign Army, and to mix with mer- 
cilefs Dragoons, and Irijh Rebels, to ravage and de- 
stroy their native Country. As to the King, who 
was expofing his Perfon abroad to all the Dangers of

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a raging War, they doubted not of barring for ever 
his Return to his Throne and Government, and by 
this Means of letting in upon us a Deluge of the 
moft dreadful Calamities that ever befell an unhap* 
py People. 

But it pleafed God, by whofe Gracious Care and 
Watchful Providence, his Majefty and his Govern-* 
ment had been hitherto preferred, to difpel on a 
(udden this Storm which hung fo frightful over us, 
£nd by. defeating in a Moment all their mighty Pre* 
parations, in a terrible manner to rebuke the Pride 
and Confidence of our Enemies, The Foreign and 
Domeftick Confpirators, who depended on the Coiir 
duft and Power of the French Monarch* as fucjh 
as might warrant the Succefs of all their Underta* 
kings, were amazed at the unexpected Mifcarrkge 
of their Defign, when Admiral RhJJcI prevailing o* 
vcr the French Fleet, that was prepared to convoy 
their Tranlports, burnt fuch Numbers of their gteaN 
eft Ships on their own Shore, as foon put an End 
fo the Expectations, which the Confpirators had 
conceived from this intended Expedition. But tho* 
it damp'd their prefent Alacrity, it did not in the 
leaft abate their Malice, nor divert their Defigns a^ 
gainft the King and Kingdom, 

The next Incident which revived their Hopes* 
was the Lofs of the Turkey Fleet, which fell into 
the Enemy's Hands. The welcome Tidings of this 
Mifcarriage, as likewife of our want of Succefs in 
fUnders, mightily cfceer'd and fupported the Spi- 
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rits of the Party, while they imagined that fhefe 
Misfortunes would make fiich a deep Impreffiori 
on the Pepple, and produce fuch a general Difatis- 
fi&ion, that the Parliament upon it, would refufe 
any longer to raife Supplier for carrying on the 
War. 

^ Grown confident in this Belief, that the Progrefi 
of the Enemy's Arms in Flanders, and the great 
Expence of Treaftur, that muft needs be demanded 
to fupply our Army abroad, together with the ine- 
vitable Damage we fuftained in our Trade, would in 
a fhort time fo impoverifh the Nation, and render 
the People fo uneafy, that they would be neceffita-* 
ted to make Peace with France, by recalling the fate 
King, they fell to work in all Places, and in aft 
Companies to aggravate our Lofles, to reprefent our 
Taxes as an infupportable Burden* and to revile the 
Government for not finding out Ways to preferve 
it felf at a cheaper Rate. They envy*d to his Ma^ 
jefty the Bounty of his Parliaments, who gave him 
fiich large, yet necefTary Supplies, for the Prote&i- 
<wt of his Kingdom, chufing rather to enable the 
King to carry on the War Abroad, than to feel the 1 
fed Eflfefts of it in our own Bowels. The Faftioi* 
from this hop'd they might gain a great Advan- 
tage, by turning the neceflary Means of our Pre- 
servation, to an Occafion of our Ruin ; hence they 
confidently aflured the People, that the Govern- 
ment muft of neceffity fink under its own Weight, 
jBfci fh^t the Greatnefs pf ot^r Expence muft urn.- 
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/roidably prove our Deftru&ion. They never ceafef 
ftom declaiming on this Popular Subjed, and gaug- 
ing the People in this tender Part, hoping to make 
Jthena weary of a Xjoyernment that was reprefepted 
Co buideafome, and at laft to perfwade thenp to let 
in the Deluge, rather than to be at theExpenceqf 
maintaining their Banks* 

It cannot be f denied, th$t the Goverment which 
ijad fuch great and various Difficulties to ftruggle 
with, both from Foreign and Domeftick Enemies, 
required fqr its Support more than ordinary Supplies ; 
and our Loffes at Sea, during a War with France, 
were ia a great jneafure uravpidable ; but though 
the Malecontents, by thefe Topicks, made a great 
Impreflion upon fome weak Minds, who felt too 
ienfibly their Pains, but did not confider the Con? 
fequehces that muft attend the defperate Method 
propounded by the Malecontents for their Cure^ 
yet the Body of the Nation had a much better Seaff 
of Things, and were pleffed gather to undergo 
thefe moderate Sufferings, while they enjoyed their 
Religion, Laws and Liberties, than to fend again 
lor their old Oppreflbrs, efteeming their prefent 
Burden not to be compared with that intollerabjf 
Weight of Mifery, which would certainly foQpyf 
upon fuch a Change of Government. The People 
therefore, and their Reprefentatives, refolved to 
continue the War <at any Rate f while the Laft gave 
Supplies bountifully, and the Eirft paid them cheap? 
fully, as feeing it abfolufely njecs$uy to their Prp* 
firvatioiu When

When the Malecontents faw themfelves fniftratecT 
In thefe Expe&ations alfo, to promote their Defigns 
add exprefs their Hatred to the Government, they fet 
themfelves more than ever to foment Fa&ions, Jea- 
loufies, and Difcontents ; and by odious Mifrepre- 
fentations, infamous Libels, and groundlefs Slanders, 
they ftrove with uiiparallePd Application, in aH: 
Maces, to ipread a rebellious Ferment ; and where 
they few the f laftie at any time kindled, they Conti- 
nually fann'd and cherilh'd it with virulent Dif- 
courfes and Inve&ives. It was for this End that they 
rais'dfo loud a Clamour, when a great Part of his 
Majefty's Fleet was, for juft and neceffary Reafons, 
fent into the Mediterranean ; while to fill the Minds 
of the People with unquiet Apprehenfions, they told 
them, that the Strength of the Nation was now fent 
stway, and expos'd to the utmoft Hazard, and in the 
mein time our Coafts were unguarded, and our Com- 
merce unprotected. 

To ftir up the People to an InfurredHon private! 
Clubs and Cabafc were appointed to concert their 
feditious Schemes, tumultuous Meetings were open- 
ly held* to fliow their Confidence, affright the 
Friends of the Government, and keep up the Hearts 
of their Party. The prefent Eftablifhment was afreftt 
infulted with unfufferable Infolence ; our Parliaments 
twdue'd and our Mkiifers expos'd and made con- 
temptible. They treated his Majefty with unheard- 
of Arrogance, inventing Stories at Pleafure* and 
flicking at no Falfehoods, tho' in themfelves ever fo 
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Ridiculous and incredible, if they had the leaft Hopes 
to faften byfuch Means any Dilhonour 6n his Ma* 
jefty, or render him to his Subjeds either hateful ait 
defpicabk. They refolv'di if poffible, to weaken his 
Credit and Confidence with his People* by reproach^ 
ing him 4$ an Enemy to the Church of England^ & 
Church, which he had fo lately fav'd, and ftill de«* 
fended at the Hazard 6f his Life, and to prote& 
which he had fo often engag'd his Sacred Wordl 
and Promife, a Word, that might \k taken, and 4 
Promife, that might be rdy'd on. They afpers'dl 
him as an Enemy to the EngUJb Nation, aftef aS 
that he had done for its Deliverance, and while lie 
was undertakiug with fo much Toil and Hazard ta 
kis Royal Perfon, to guard the Kingdom againft 
the powerful Arms of Prance. 

The crafty Agitators drew in divers of the 
warmer, who are ufually the weaker Sort, by chi-' 
merical and unreafonable Fears of Presbytery and a 
Commonwealth. Thde two Words,' as if they car- 
ried fome potent Charm, like feme Ndtes of Mtn 
fick* that ftrangely affeft particular Perfons* and 
as certain Accents vehemently difturb and enrage 
Luriaticks, had an unaccountable Influence upon 
toatfy, who fcar'd thejnfelves with imaginary and 
phantalHck terrors ; and without the kaft colour of 
Reafon, grew giddy with their own groundkfe 
fears, and from thence concluded, that the ChUte^ 
afcd Monarchy were boih ready to falk 

Theugfc 
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Though his Majefty had been long inform'd of 
thfir Seditious and Difloyal Pra&ice$, yet heftillen-* 
dwvQUred by his Moderation and unwearied Pa-* 
tibnco* to reclaim his difobedient Subje&s, and com- 
poft their turbulent and unquiet Spirits : And though 
he had great Reafon to believe, that his moft Graci- 
ous Pardon, and his eafy and geritle Government* 
might by Degrees foften thefe obftinate Enemies of 
their Country, and deduce them to a Senfe of their 
Intereft as well as Duty, or at leaft bring them to a 
peaceable Difpofition ; yet nothing is more evident* 
than that thefe indulgent Methods, which they pec- 
verfely interpreted {bmetitfies as Supinenefs, fome- 
times as Impotence, produc'd a very contrary Effed, 
From the Moderation of the Government, they ga- 
ther'd Courage and Vigour to oppofe it, while they 
grew confident by their Eafc, and prefumptuous by 
Impunity* Such was their Indignation to be defeat- 
ed in their Defigns againft their Country, that all Ad- 
vances of Kindnefs towards them were made in vain ; 
the Faftion continued fowr and inconfolable, Eng* 
fand was delivered andprote&ed againft its Oppreffors; 
and this Misfortune they were not able to bear. 

Qn the Death of the Qyeen of ev$r Happy Me- 
mory, the.Fa&ion conceiv.'d frdh Hopes after their 
feveral Difappointmertts. This Misfortune to the 
King and Kingdom they concluded muft be at* 
tended with Confequences as would highly favour 
their Defigns againft the Government : And fliortly 
after it had pleas r d the Divine Providence to afflk* 
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the Nation, by taking away this invaluable Blefling/ 
they were encourag'd to enter upon Deligns to de- 
prive us of the King alio ; and the Tame Week/ 
wherein his Majefty had given them the fulleft and 
ihoft extenfive Pardon, that was ever known, thefe 
ungrateful Men were contriving to feize upon his 
Royal Perfon ; * for about this Time feveral Meet- 
ings and Confultations were held by Captain Cher- 
nockj Captain Porter, Captain Warigh, Major Ma- 
thews, Mr. Doneldtigh, Mir. Goodman, and Sir Wil- 
liam Perkinsy to fettle the Method of executing thy 
their Defign ; and the Places where thefe Confpira- 
tors, or the greateft Part of them met, were Mr. 
Goodmans Houfe in Brownlow-Street, the Chocolate 
Houfe in St. James's Street, and the Fonmain Ta- 
ifern by the Temple-Gate. 
^y/And that they might quiet their Minds, which it 
^Teems wete not perfeftly deliver'd from all Senfe of 
Guilt and Horror, at fuch a barbarous Enterprize,' 
they fent over to folicit the late King James> tci 
grant them a Commiflion, which they flatter'd them- 
felves would be enough to authorize the Villany. But' 
it feems it was not thought fit to grant any fuch Com- ' 
miffion at that Jundure, in which Things did not per- 
haps appear ripe enough for their Piirpofe; atl&ft it 
was fo delay'd,that the Conlpiratbrs feem'd urteafy to be 
held fo long in fufpence, and therefore refblv'd forth- 
with' to execute their Befign, notwithftaadihg their*

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llxpeftatiohs of a Commiffion from St. Geirmains 
were difappointed : And now howfoever weak arid 
iiripra&icable it might feem, theyproje&ed a Defigri 
toattack the Guards, feize tlie King, and forthwith 
huny him to Deal, where a Veflel was to be provided 
to receive, and thence carry him into France ; and 
in Cafe of Refiftance, they purpos'd to deftroy hint, 
and then pretend it was done by a Random Shot i 
And in order to this they proceeded fo far, as to vieW 
the Ground about Tmnham-Gireen y 2sA to fix on a PlacS ' 
proper fdr their Defign ; but they had not Time 
eriough to compleat this Affair before the King em- 
barked for Flanders* and thereby oblig'd them to de- 
fer their intended Villany, 'till his Refurh in the 
Winter. * 

But the Corifpirators could by no Means tit dowri 
fitisfied with beirig idle in the mean T^ime, and there- 
fore many Meetings; arid Confutations were held irt 
v&rious Places ; where it ]Was confider'd arid debatect 
what were the moft proper arid expeditious Means of* 
reftoring the late King : f And it was agreed on at a~ 
Meeting at the Old Kings-Head in Lcaddnhdl-Streef> 
' vhere were then prefent, the Earl of A- — * 9 the 
Lord j**; — , Sir John Fenwicl^ Six John Friend* 
Mr. Goodman^ Captain Cherntokj and Cajftairi Pmfr 
that a confiding Meffenger ftiould be fent to St. Ger« 
mains, who ftiould perfwade their late Savfctegn to 
procure terf thoiifirid Men i eight thoufihd Foot,- a

TheSottdfs tfhfc Majefty's Aims, at thfcffiesidiM- 
tfcSeiget^/Biw^ was fo fir from tffcetafragihg them 
from canyihg oA tfttfr Confpiracy, that it feemM 
father tbptrfh them on toaccomplifli it with greater 
Expedition ; for being jealous that the #&t Own

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paign might ftill encreafe the Reputation of his Ma- 
jefty's Arms, and diminifh that of his Enemies; 
they refolv'd to hafteh the Execution of their De- 
figns; (6 that the Fears they entertained of his Ma- 
jefty's ftiH getting greater Advantages in the Field* 
feem to have given Birth to the late intended In- 
vafion and Affaffination* 

His Majefty's admirable Clemency and Patience 
was fo long and fa highly abus'd by thefe inconr-' 
gibk Perfons, that many of his Loyal Subje&st 
were alarm'd, and grew uneafy, fearing the dange- 
rous Effe&s that might proceed from this licenti- 
ous and unreftrain'd Behaviour of the profefs'd E- 
nemie? of the Government: Yet nothing could* 
move his Majefty from his unalterable Resolution* 
of trying to the utmoft thefe obftinate Men, by his 
ufual Methods of Moderation a«d Forbeaiance, ftill 
hoping even to the laft, that he might win them by 
his Goodneft? without exerting his Power. 

But all his gracious Indulgence was loft upon 
them, for 1 1 ley grew* upon it more bold and daring, 
and with, greater Heat and Impatience thai*ever, be- 
ftirred themfelves to ripen their villanous Confpi- 
racy. In Order to this, gnat; Stores of Anns were 
bought up and conceaPd in convenient Places, * great 
Numbers of Hotfes were provided tomount their 
r Troops, which they had lifted; Officers were ap-> 
pointed, and Commiffions recejv'd from the late

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King, by which pretended .Authority they were to 
*&. In fuch a Pofture were their Affairs at Home. 
In the mean time, the traiterous Negotiation was 
maintain'd between the .Confpirators and the late 
King. And at this time the French Court feem'd 
inclin'd to comply with their Oefires, hy lending 
the late King a ^ood Body of his Troops. Meflen- 
gas went to and fro with Pacquets of Letters to 
concert Affairs, and to give Intelligence ©f the For- 
wardnefs of the Invafionon the one Side, and the In? 
furre&ion of the other. For nothing can be more 
evident, than that a Defign of bringing ba<& the 
}atz King Ja»us 9 and with him 'all our former Fears 
and Calamities was early entfd . upon, aad ftiB kept 
on Foot among the Male contentents : The Fire ftill 
ijurn'd, tho'itdid not always blaze out, but as Cir- 
<uinftances favour'd it, and as it was chertfh'd with 
a greater Application, and the Addition of jEreih 
Fuel. 

. Can any higher Example of Infatuation appear in

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and cnterprizipg Temper, and upon that Accouftt of 
great Credit and Intimacy with his greateft Enemies, 
and therefore cannot be fuppos'd to forge and con- 
trive a Confpjracy, and then perjure themfelves, that 
tjiey might deftroy their Friends, and eftablifh * 
Religion and a Government, whofe mine and 
Extirpation was their moft paffionate Wifti. 

They were themfelves embark'd and engag'd in tjiis 
horrible Defign of Affaffipating his Majefty ; they 
were prefent at the Confults, Meetings and Cabals, 
where this Vilkny was difcourfed and agreed upon, 
and were themfelves forward to promote it. No 
Threats were us'd on the Part of the Government, 
nor any Promifes of Pardon or Reward to induce them 
to accufe aqy Man myuftly t Many of thefe Wit- 
nefTes were Strangers and unknown to one another, 
and therefore could not poflibly combine together, ei- 
ther to contrive or impofe Affliction of this Nature 
Upon others ; and as they were Strangers to each or 
ther, fo they came in to give their Information fer 
parately and wholly ignorant of each other's Defign : 
Yet was ther? fo great an. fiarmony and Agree-> 
ment between their feveral Relations in every, not 
only capital and efTential, but even lefs material Parts, 
mutually inlightening and corroborating each other, 
that Demopftration and JsToonrDay are not dearer 
tjian this Evidence, 

And tho* it is not altogether unknown who were 
the Principal Heads and Promoters pf this Confpiracy, 
yty $F ff$fW ?f tjwfe ^y? agsm whgm there; 
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-fras found down-right and pofitive Proof of their 
being engag'd in this horrid Villany, will be hen? 
mention'd. 

The Confpirators carried on their traiterous Com-> 
merce with St. Germains, till at length the French King 
was prevailed upon to affift the late King James with 
ah Army to invade England. And it muft be granted, 
that the Time which they fix'd upon to put their 
Defign in Execution, was very favourable and en- 
couraging : For now there were few regular Troops 
on Foot in England or Scotland, his Majefty's For- 
ces being almoft all employ'd in carrying on in 
Conjun&ion with his Allies, the War againft the 
French King in Flanders: And as for the Militia o* 
the Country, the Confpirators had thofe lindifciplin'd 
Troops in Contempt, not believing they could make 
the leaft Stand againft a Veteran Army. They be- 
lieved therefore they fhould make a Defcent on a 
weak and almoft defencelefs Country ; neither did 
they apprehend any Oppofition that could be made 
at Sea to prevent their Invafion, for they knew that 
a ftrong Convoy wias ready in England, jaid had recei- 
ved failing Orders to make the beft of; their Way to 
reinforce Admiral RookjX Cadiz,, whofe Squadron was 
look'd upon as* inferiour in Strength to that of the 
French then putting to Sea from Toulon. ' 

It muft likewife be acknowledge, that in this Con- 
juncture feveral Things concurred to make the Body 
of the People uneafy, though not -as the ContyitataR^.. 
thought, ready for Rebeflionv ram&j> ^\*& A 
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tb?ir Eafi and Weft-India Ships, that fell into th$ 
Hands of the French. The Neceffity of greater 
Supplies for the Support of the Governments The 
Difigreement between EngUnd and StotUnd about 
Schemes of Trade, and above aUr the ill State of the 
(fiver Money, which now required a fpeedy Remedy f 
<5ur Coin had for many Years pafe been gradually 
ktfen'd or debased, but within thde three hft Year* 
was & exfreamly dipp'd and counterfeited* that there 
may be fome Reafonto believe that be&fes the fordid 
££veteoufceft of particular Perfons, there moft have 
concurr'd the diligent Affiftance of our Enemies, who 
by this Means endeavour'd to ftreighten anddiftrefe 
ife Government : It- was fo great and fo capital z 
I^oint, that without redreffing thispubiick Evil> the 
<*>ovefptnent could not have been (upported muchr 
longer; yet the ftemedy , the Application^ which* 
was a&folutely neceflary* was- fo difficulty ind thtf 
tyays to come at k fo intricate a^eftibartafi'4 that

baci the late IGng * an a Wbtatx Conqueror, without 
any Capmtbijop or Agreement* They hop'd to fee 
him riding in Triumph am the Necks tf Iris Oppo* 
fin aqd trampling noder Foot bis eld Enemies, 
the Lam and Rights of the £i#tyfo Nation. The 
other P4vty> tho^ cttaffeflfedtotheGc^etnH^flt, and 
wery defiiaus of the late King's Itemrn, yet were not 
nanfporod to chat txtrr/qpnt Degree of Delufion, 
as 00 be wi&ag to faerificq their Re&gioa* Rights 
pad Liberties t* the WH of m wnfieAed Maflter; 
and therefore m their Coafcr&ets w*h the other

They were unwilling ttf re* 
flrain a Power, which they hop'd to make Ufe o€> 
for amaying the Nation, axid ^tc\oxt\xv^T^c>m>^^^ 
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and Riches to themfelves. Great Heats and Animo* 
fities rofe between thefe two Parties : The firft were 
moft acceptable to the late. King James and hi* 
Court ; but the laft were moft confiderablc for their 
Number and Intereft. To humour therefore the laft, 
the Earl of Middleton who was fent over to St. Gcr- 
mains to manage their Affairs, was made Secretary of 
State ; and the Lord M^fordy as if under fome Dif- 
grace, was order'd to withdraw from Court, that 
the other Faction might believe that they had the Af- 
ceadency, and that their Way and Method of re- 
storing the late Bang was beft accepted and chiefly 
jnfifted on ; tho' there is good Ground to conclude, 
that all this was nothing but Artifice and Collufion c 
JVly Lord Melford beiog ftill i* the Secret of the 
late King, and ftill con$fponded underhand with 
hinv And «ow by this conceited Invafion and Re-? 
bellion, it plainly appears that the violent and bigot? 
ted Party of my Lord Melford were in the greateft 
Efteem ; that their Scheme of bringing back the late 
King without Terms, was moft approv'd ; while the 
ethers were abus'd and impQs'doQ by fpecious Aflu-r 
ranees, that the Terms and Limitations, which they 
oflfer'd were very agreeable, while there was no Man* 
ner of Care taken, after the intended Defcent fhoukl 
be made* and the Kingdom over-run with a Foreign 
Army, to fecure either their Religion or their 
jLaws. 

. Sever?! 
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Several Defigns had been laid before this, to make, 
a Defcent upon England with a Foreign Army, and 
thus to procure the Reftoration of the late King, and 
we were almoft every Spring alarm'd by the Enemies 
of the Government threatning the Kingdom with a, 
formidable Invafion : But whenever fuch a real In-, 
vafion was intended, we had always fome Declarations 
of the late King to facilitate his Reception. In thofe 
Declarations, whatever were his real Intentions, he 
always - promifed great Kindnefs to the Englijl? Nati- 
on ; he thought it his Intereft to (both and foften the 
Temper of the People by repeated Promifes of main- 
taining the Conftitution of Parliaments, and protect- 
ing the Proteftant Religion, with the Rights and 
Liberties of the Subjefl: ; all which however lie ha$ 
before laboured with great Zeal to fubvert. He feem'd 
to exprefs fome Senfe of his Errours in his Govern- 
ment, and to make the People lefs zealous to oppofe 
his Return, he declared that the paft Offences of all 
Men (hould be pardon'd, provided they made no 
Oppofitioh to him after his Landing. But now the 
Scene is quite chang'd; no obliging Declaration is fet 
forth, no Promife of Pardon publifli'd ; nothing but 
Fire and Sword, and all the fad Effefts of an abfolute 
Conqueft could be expe&ed, in Cafe the Invafion 
fhould fucceed. The late King no longer pretended 
to return upon a Proteftant Intereft, but by the Pow- 
er of a Foreign Army wholly compos'd of old and 
experienc'd Trdops, no Englifa nor Irijb, of whom 
there were then conficlerable Numbers in France, 
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being aflow'd to Oure in this Enterprise; as being 
look'd upon not fo proper to be employ 'd in fubdu- 
mg their own Country ; and therefore, whatever 
that deluded Party might itaagine, it is plain that 
nothing lefs was , defign'd, than an entire Redu&ion 
of thefe Kingdoms by aForeign Power, the Confer 
quences o( which muft unavoidably have been the 
utter Extirpation of our Religion, and the itweov^rt* 
ble Subversion of our Laws and Liberties* 

At the latter End of the Year' 1*95, all Thing* 
Were prepar'd for a fudden Invasion of England, by 
the late King Jam** at the Head of a powerful Army, 
and many Englifb Malcontents, who confpir*d %* 
gainft their King and Country ; and their AfFtir$ 
were in the following Situation. 

* About the Beginning of Febrnary itfpf, the? 
Duke of Berwick^ was dkpatch'd into England to 
concert Affairs with the Confpiratore here, and to 
give them Affurance that the fete King was ready to 
make a Delcent upon England, at the Head of art Ar- 
my, and having difcharged his CoaimHEtm, the 
Duke retum'd to C*bns y and meeting at St. Dennis 
the late King his Father, he related to him, and after- 
terward to the French King at PirfaHieSy in what 
Pofturehc found Things in England, and how he had- 
acquitted himfdf of his Expedition. 
' It was fcbn after that the late King James having 
taken his Leave of the French JKing, teft St. Ger-

Horfe* and had engaged a considerable Number to ferve 
him in it. He declared his own Troop was whol-; 
ly compofed of old Soldiers, and that feveral other 
Gentlemen well experienced in Military Affairs, had 
promifed to follow him as Volunteers. Coll. Tem* 
fcjly as Chernock^tqid Porter, had a Commiffion for 
a Regiment of Dragoons, which was faid to be in 
great Forwardnefs. Sir John Femvick^ had four Troops * 
ready : Coll. Parker was to command another Re-* 
giment, and Mr. Cm-win another ; * there was one 
more to be rais'd in and about Suffolk^ where the' 
Malecontents boafted they had great Intereft. Many 
Commiffions were delivered to thofe who were na- : 
med for their Under-Officers. The late} King ha- : 
ving fent them Word, that he was ready to make 
a Defcent* the Confpirators were very diligent in pre- . 
paring to join him4 Some of them took Journeys' 
into feveral Provinces of the Kingdom, to agitate 
the difcontented Party, and to acquaint them that 
the late King was on the Point of invading the 
Nation, and therefore ftirred them up to rife irf 
Arms to give him Affiftarice, and to ingage as many 
of their Friends, as they had Intereft in, to do the-

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feme. But it cannot be expeded, that a full ind 
particular Account of the intended Infurrediort 
AouM be piiblifhed to the World, 1 marfy of the 
Confpiratofs being abfcorided arid fled from Jiifticey 
ahd many being not yet brought to their Trial; It 
may fuffice, that this Confpiracy has been abun- 
dantly proved, and at hft owned by all, or at leafly 
denied by none of the Criminals, whb have fined 
riioft' defervedly been condemned drid executed for 
this detef&ble Plot againft the King^dnd Kittgdom.' 
It was the general DWcoiirfe among the late King's 
Fa&ion/ that they vrbuU univerfaDy take up Arms, 
and: it is very natural to believe it, ahd at this 
time the Conlpiratbre in London were very aftive, 
and determined to puftron their Efefign to Exe- 
cution. 

Nottoithftandingj the various concifrring Incidents 
which I have named befiiire; extremely favoured thef 
intended Invafion and Ihfufre&ioh, and were indeed 
a'great Temptation and Encouragement to fh6 under- 
taking of the ode arid the other, yet, whether it 
brocaded from the Efread of his Majefty's Wif- 
dqm and Courage, Gr from the cautious Counfels of 
the late King, it yris refolded to . ptit nothing to 
hazard, but to make their Succds fure by one 
fingle Stroke, withp'ut which, t hey were not har- 
dy ehotogh to invade his Kingdom, though they 
knew ' there was little there but his fingle Perfbn 
to defend it, his Forces, : being, as laid before, *ss*- 
ptoyed in Honors. 
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. And notwithftanding ill great Princes* and v$* 
ant ComRjapders, as well from the GfeieroGty q| 
their Nature, as from a due Regard to ,tbe $<$$/

of the foul Difeafe, t kft St. Germains on or a- 
bout the Tenth of December laft, in order to his 
Embarkation for England. ** tie was brought 
over* together with Major Holms> by Captain GiU y 
and landed in Rnmnej-Marfhy about the Beginning 
of January following. Upon his Arrival in Lon- 
don) he applied himfelf to the Perfons, in whom 
he had Reafon to confide, and fuch as he had the 
greateft Affurance in the World to believe* wouij 
be ready to ingage in this defperate Wickednefs, 
Thefe were Harrifon* alias Johnfin* a Prieft, Cap- 
tain Chemock^ Captain Porter •, and Sir William Per- 
kins, Sir George had all the Encouragement that 
could be, to impart his Defign to them* tf ho be- 
. fore had , fhewn a forward Inclination to attempt

Thefe were the principal Perfons that Sir George 
addrefled himfelf to* To thefe he communicated the 
Bufinefs which he came over about;, that is, die 
Aflaflination of his Majefty, and acquainted them 
that as he was fent by the late King to condud: 
and accomplish this Bufinefs, fo he had brought 
over with him that King's .Commiffioa for

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his Warrant and Authority, Chernock^^ Porter 
were affured by him, that he had fuch a Commifli- 
on, and Sir William Perkins and Harrifon, alias 
Johnfin faw and read it : He likewife acquainted 
them, that about the Number of twenty Officers 
and Troopers out of Kyig James's Guards were 
ordered to come over, apd were to be employed 
in this Afl&ir, as was obferved before. The fore- 
mentioned Perfojis readily complying with this abo- 
minable Defign, to facilitate the Invafionand Re- 
ftoration of th£ late King James, Sir George fets 
them immediately to work, to engage as ipany more 
bold and defperate Fellows, as would make up a 
Number fufficient for their Purpofe, which, as they 
judg'd, ought to be Forty, or a few more. This, the 
Confpirators chearfully undertook ; and with great 
Diligence endeavoured to proqure the Men he de* 
fired, * Harrifony otitis joknfith demanded of 
Blaire, who fometime after vifited him in his 
Lodgings at Sdmerfit-HoHfiy if he knew any Soldi- 
ers, or Men of Courage, for that was their Phrafe 
for Ruffians and Cut-throats ; for, faid he, fome- 
thing may be done in a little time, that might prove 
an Introduction to King James* s Reiteration : Blair e 
replied, that he knew fome fuch Perfons, but then 
defined to be informed, how the Bufinefs could be 
effe&ed.

the moft Convergence and the Ieaft Obfervation, and 
fo without any Alarm and Difturbance might wait 
for the King's Return from Richmond, and then be all 
ready to execute their Defign. In Order to this* 
Durant was f^t to take an Account of the moft con- 
venient Inns and Stables about Brentford and Turn- 
bam-Green, apd to give a Lift of them to the Com- 
pany. Durant accordingly wept and took an Ac- 
count of all the Inns about thofe Pjaces, iii Confor- 
mity to his Orders ; ^4 ij was refolv'd that Sir George 
Barclay fheqld be gt the old King of Bohemia's Head, 
and the reft were to be difpos'd of in fmall Bodies, in 

the Other Inns thereabout.

, And for the better effe&ing of their Treafon^ 
Cars was taken that when the King was at Richmond* 
a trufty Periqn fhould wait at Que-Ferry* who 
fhould give Notice when the Guards returned thither 
to-*mt for the King, to tjie End that every Man 
migfitf pftpare himfelf, and be in Readinefs. 

Having thus fixed on the Place, provided their 
Men, and agreed on the Order and Method of execu- 
ting their Confpira.qy, at laft they appointed the Time 
of doing of it. Saturday the fifteenth of February

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then if their orderly Men, Durant and Chambers^ 
fhould bring them Intelligence from Kenfmffony tha£ 
the King was gone to Richmond ,- on that Morning 
they determin'd to make hafte to their Pofts appointed 
at Tnrnham-Grcen, and to attack the Guards, and 
aflault the King at his\Return, t 

It was but a few Days preceding this Saturday 
the 1 yh of 'February itfp 5 , on which the Confpfc- 
rators refolved to put in Execution their intended 
Wickednefs, when Divine Providence, which had 
watch'd over his Ma/efty from his Infancy, guarding 
his precious Life, protecting his Interefts, and ddliver- 
irig him frojta the greateft StreigKts arid Difficulties, 
that he might at kft fet him f up as a great Deli veret 
of opprefs'd and injurM Nations, was pkas'd to 
touch the Hearts of fome of the Conipirators, and 
caufe them to refteft with Horror ripori die Tragical 
Bufinefs that was carrying on, and the terrible Con- 
fequences which miift of Neceffity attend it, upon 
which they refolv'd to eafe their unquiet' Minds, and 
to prevent the Execution of the Plot by a timely 
Difcoverjr. 

Ttfe firft of the C6nfpiratdrs tfh6 difcover*d the 
Treafon was Captain Fijhcr, who came to the Earl 
of Portland on Tuefday the 1 \th of February > and 
acquainted him with the Defign of taking away the 
King's Life, and named feveial of the Perfons who 
Woe concern'd in it 1 but he could not then infoam

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lay legion $atM jvritify fo jgreat # Wicfcsinefo 
*pd thexdbre from Principles o£ Chr^aaity, and 
ftcohity, be thought hjmfetf obliged, by jrae&ag 
ibis MatrtCTj-to prevent the King's falling into tfee 
Han^s of the Gdnfpirators. But iie acquainted tim 
at the feme time* that the Confpirators w^pe hk 
Frieo<Js, and, that <feom one of them he bad re- 
ceived .great jG&ligations, and therefore, though he 
thought iiwfclf bound in Duty and Conscience to 
jfcfc fhis Difcoveiy, to preferve his Miyefty's (ife, 
y$t he likewifc thought himfdf u^der QbUgtffeobs 
of Honour gnd 4Sratkude, not to betray his Prie£tds; 
$)d therefore declared, his Resolution w$s not to 
gti&e Jfc&awa their N^mes, or to appear an Evince 
agaiaft them. He then deftred the Lord Portland, 
& jh^ feofajed bis litajefty's Life, 1 to prevail with 
bw &0? t^> go to Richmond on the Morrow, affu- 
ripg h w, that the Confpirators had prepared 38 
things to a0&uk him in his Return* It ought to 
be taken notice of, for the Imputation of this Gen- 
tfcmafo as to&e Credibility of his Teft&nony, that 
$e np$er AbborKpce of fiich a ViHanous Defiga 
w£ the cajly Motiye that induced him to make & 
^npwji to the Cow*. 

His M^jefty being made acquainted with the 
Djff ovctry, vbich Capf ain Fi/ber and Mr, Pender- 
grAfs \#& Wade to the E^rl of Portland, received 
but little finpreffion from it ,• the Obftra&ion he 
met with about giving Credit to what they had 
related, proceeded not only from his fearlsfe -*sv*l 
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tinfhakeh Temper; and the Opinion he had received 
of the Englijb Honour and Bravery, which make 
Men abhor a vile and bloody A&ion, but likewifi 
from the Princely Goodnefs and Benignity of hfe 
Nature i from which he entertained too good 
Thoughts of the worft of his Enemies * and be- 
fides* it was not eafy for him to believe/ that there 
could be found in a Kingdom, that 6wed to him 
the Prefervation of their Religion, Liberties,* £rid 
every Thing that is dear to a free People, any fuch 
Monfters of Ingratitude, as would attempt to tak$ 
away his Life in fo barbarous a manner, which he 
had freely and frequently hazarded for their Sakes; 
this appeared to him fo unnatural and incredible, thae 
he was wkh great Difficulty, and not till he Was o-* 
verborn with Importunity prevail'd with to lay by 
his Defign of going to Richmond on the Satm^ 
dap, and to remain at Home in his Palace at Kpr 
Jington. Thefe Things I likewife had from the 
Mouth of the Earl of Portland* 

* The next Man, who voluntarily gaVe Infbr-> 
mation of this Coafpiracy, was Mr. de U Rue^ whey 
declared, that he had frequented the Company of the 
Confpirators, and made himfelf intimate with them, 4 
on- defign, wheir this horrible Prodti&ion was al- 
moft ready for the Births by a timely Difcovery td 
make it abortive. He applied himfelf to Brigadier 
Lcwfon, and acquainted him with the intended Vil~

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lany fome few Days after Captain Fijber and 
Mr. Pendergrafs had been on the fame Defign with 
the Lord Portland) but not one of the three was in 
the leaft acquainted wieh the Intentions of either 
of the others to reveal the Confpiracy ; and though 
Mr. de la Rue gave his Information without know- 
ing that Captain Fijber and Mr, Pendergrafs had 
done the like before ; yet his Story fo fully con- 
firmed that of the other two* agreeing exa<31y with 
them in all the material Particulars* that his Majefty, 
nojwithftanding his unfhaken Conftancy, and his 
great Averfion for the Reafons above-named, to be- 
lieve this execrable Plot, which fo nearly concerned 
his own Life, was by this concurrent Teftimony 
of la Rue, at laft perfwaded of the Truth of 
it. 

On Friday the 21ft of February, at Night, his 
Majcfty was plcas'd to admit Mr. Pendergrafs and 
Mr. de la Rue feveraljy in his Prefence, and heard 
them relate what they had told the Lord Portland be- 
fore, cpneerning the Confpiracy. Mr. Pendergrafs 
difcovered the Plot in general* to prevent his Ma- 
jefly falling into the Hands of the Confpirators, 
but withal, declared, as he had done the Week be- 
fore to the Lord Portland, that it was his pofitive 
and fettled Refolution, not to mention Names, or 
at any Time to become an Evidence againft 
them. - 
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He continued in this Refohitidn with gtfeaf 
ftedfaftnefs, 'till his Majefty ilfed fuch cotiviridng 
Arguments, as prevail'd wit'h 'him to recede frofrt 
it # . 

The king told, him that he had irideedlheWfthim- 
felf a Man of Probity arid Honotlr ; that Ife had 
great Obligations to him for the timely Care lie had 
taken to reveal a Defigh that fo nearly coftcem'd hfe 
Life; but he ftiqw'd him withrf, thit uhfefs lie Vent 
Further in his Difcovery, and ttiacfe him actjudnrtd 
with the Names of the Conf[)iittt6rs, he wodld not 
put him into a Condition of preferving himfelf againft 
them : That the Detedion of the Treafon fai geneitt! 
might indeed render his Majefty fbfpicioust)f all Men* 
but would be no Security againft any that intended t6 
take away his Life ; and that the Confpirators might 
change the Method and Order of their Defign* as 
well as the Time and Place of ^Execution ; aAd there- 
Fore that Mr, fondet -grafi by (Hfcovering the Conspi- 
racy, while he concealed the Names of the Corifytii- 
rators, would fall Ihort of his own Intention, wfeich 
was to preferve the King's Life, it being impoffibfe 
that his Majefty could be in Safety, unlefsthe defpe- 
rate Undertakers of this Defign againft him, wete 
made known and fecur'd. By this juft Reafonidg df 
his Majefty, Mr. Pendergrafi was at laft overcome J 
and being convinced of the abfohite Neceflity of going 
further in this Difcovery, to enable his Majefty to 
provide for his Safety, he wrote down the Names of 
many of the Confpirators, which he delivered to the 

Lord 
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Lord Portland; but not 'till his Majefty had given 
his Honour that he fhould not, unlefs he pleas'd, be 
usM as an Evidence againft them. This Information 
alfo I receiv'd from the Earl of Portland* 

On Saturday the 15 th of February the Confpira- 
tors concluding that his Majefty, according to his 
'Cuftom, would go to Richmond to hunt, they had 
pTepar'd all Things, and were ready to mount for the 
Execution of their deteftable Projeft, but having re- 
ceived an Account that the King did not go abroad that 
Day, they were oblig'd to wait for another Opportu- 
nity, and therefore they refolv'd to perpetrate their 
Treafon on the Saturdaj following. 

*'On Friday the i*& of February Six George Barclay, 
Sir William Perkins, Capt&n Porter y and Chernocl^ 
who were the principal Confpiratofs concern'd in the 
AfTaffination, met at the Sun Tavern in the Strand* 
ivhere they had a long Difcourfe concerning their Dis- 
appointment the Saturday before. Some of them 
were afraid that the Secret had taken Air, and that 
their Bufinefs was difcover'd to the Government ; 
on the other Hand fomp believ'd that the Defign was 
not reveal'd, and us'd this Argument for their Opi- 
nio^ that if the Bufinefs had been difcover'd, they 
fliould not have been there affembled, as they then 
were : Upon which the Diffidence and Jealoufy of 
* the others being remov'd, t it was again refolv'd 
*mongthem, that if the Kong went abroad to hunt

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the next Saturday* they would then endeavour to ao 
complifh their Defign, in the Way and Method 
which they had fixt upon for the Saturday before. 

* The fame Friday in the Evening, the Confpirators 
who belong'd to Sir George Barclay's Party, met at 
the Two BlackJPofts in Maiden-Lane* where Harris^ 
King* Richardfon, Caffels* Maxwell* and Handfor<(, 
then were ; Captain Counter came, thither to them, 
and faid, they muft be fure to be all in a readinefs the 
next Morning, and therefore order'd them by no 
Means to ftir out ; upon which Cajfells, after having 
us'd a dreadful Imprecation, faid, he refolv'd to have 
the Plunder of the Field, crying, out, To-morrow is 
the Day* Boys ! King thereupon faid, if it did not 
fucceed on the Morrow, he would entertain no far- 
ther Thoughts about it. Handford demanded how 
they ftiould make their Efcape after the Execution of 
their Defign ; Cajfells reply *d, he muft keep with the 
Party to which he was order'd. t The like Anfwer 
Sir George Barclay gave to thofe who ask'd him the 
lame Queftion, . that is, that when they had kiA'd the 
King, they ihould keep together 'till they came to 
Ilammerjmith* and then difperfe and go into Town 
by feveral Ways and in fmall Companies, where they 
would have no need of lying long conceaTd, for the 
Invafion wou|d immediately follow, and then they 
Ihould be kt at Liberty : But notwithftanding this, 
fome of the Confpirators that refleded more cooly

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tipon this Affair and the Danger that attended it, were 
diffatisfied in their Minds, that no better Provifion 
was made to fecure their Retreat. 

* The next Day, being Saturday, the 2 id of /fc- 
bruarjj which was the fecond Time agreed upon for 
the Execution of their Villany, Captain Porter's 
Party, as they were appointed, came to him, to re* 
ceive their Orders. Fiirft came de la Rue, and Cap* 
tain Porter told him, that all Parties were ready to 
march in the Afternoon, provided the King went 
out a hunting; an Account of which they expeft- 
ed from Chambers and Durante their orderly Men at 
Kenfihgton : Soon after came Oranburn, Keys, Pen- 
dergrafs, and King, the laft of whom belonged to 
Sir George Barclay's Party. Pendergrafs was chofen 
out of Porter's Number, to be one of the Eight* 
who under Sir George, were to aflaffinate his Maje- 
fly. Captain King came to Porter with a Meflage 
from Sir George Barclay ; then Porter taking a Piece 
of Paper, wrote down a Lift of his Men, which 
he fent by Cranbum, whom he called his Quarter- 
Mafter, to Captain Chernockj after a fhort Stay, 
Cranhurn returns, and brings back the Paper which 
he carried, and at the Foot of Portefs Lift, was 
added the Lift of Chernocl(s Men, both which 
made up about Eighteen ; upon which, one of thie 
Confpirators told Captain Porter i : that he thought 
their Number had been greater, meaning the Par-

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ties of Chermcl^ and Porter ; to which Pirtcr 4nfwer« 
ed, that they had been difappointed of Five or Six ; 
and indeed Kenricl^ excus'd himfelf upon the Ac- 
count of his Arm, which he pretended was broke. 
Sherbum ask'd too many Queftions to be trailed; 
and PUnvdcih tho* he appeared the Saturday before, 
did not according to his Promife appear now ; and 
one or two more recommended by Loickj* had fail'd 
them. Then Porter declared, that thefe Men, with 
thofe of Sir George Barclay, would make up Forty, 
which King declared were enough of all Confer- 
ence to do the Bufinefs. Cranbnr* at his Return 
acquainted them likewife, that Chambers, the or- 
derly-Man, had fent Intelligence to Chemockj* that 
the King was to go out a hunting between ten 
and eleven a*Clock, which was communicated and 
received with a great deal of Joy, and: * then P*r- 
ter declared, that Mr. Pendergrafs was to be onQ of 
the Eight who were to attack the King's Coach, 
and (aid aloud, that he ha4 a fpecial Piece for him, 
that would carry eight Balls ; upon which, King? 
adding Raillery to his infernal Wickednefs, laid to 
Pendergrafs, I hope you will not be afraid of break- 
ing the Glafs-Windows. In the mean time, Ma- 
jor Holms was very diligent in getting ready 
Sir George Barclay's Party ; he fent Harris to Coun- 
ter's Lodgings, to receive Orders, who told him, 
that he was to be of Rookymfs Party, and Roik? 

* See Paper 4th 3, 
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woodbemg at the fame time there, gave Harris, a 
tift of Names* and told him> laughing, that he 
would make him his Aid de Camp. In the tift 
was Harm's own Name, the Names of Hare, Hand- 
'ford and Blackburn, with Captain Raokwood's Name 
at the Top ; then Rookwood defired him to get thofe 
Men ready, which he did accordingly. 

All Things were now in readinefs, and the Con- 
fpirators prepared to mount, and pafs, to avoid Ob- 
fervation, out of Town by Two or Three in a 
Company, and to quarter in the Inns about Turn- 
hanp-Green and Brentford* where they were billetted, 
and had Orders to wait till his Majefty's Return 
from Richmond* and then to make their Attack in 
the Order before related. But on a fudden, to their 
great Mortification, Notice was given by their or- 
derly Man, that the King did not go abroad that 
Day, This Account was given by Chambers to 
Cbernockj and the News of it was likewife convey- 
ed to Porter and his Party ; foon after Keys came 
to them, who were now gone to dine at the Bluc- 
Pofis in Spring-Garden, and told them, that the 
Guards were returned in a Foam, and the King's 
Coaches were come back to the Meufe* and that 
it occafioned great wondring among the People, 
that the King fhould two Saturdays fucceffively put 
off his Diverfioa of Hunting. This ftruck a fud- 
den Damp and Confternation among the Confpira- 
tprs, who now fcphduded their Defign was difco- 
verfd, and every- one began ; to caft about for hi$ 
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own Security ; yet notwkhftanding they faw their 

Defign was fruftrated, and could not but refledi 
upon the great Danger they were in, fuch was their 

implacable Malice, that they could not part till they 
had drank feveral difloyal Healths : This done, they ' 
difpers'd, and every Man took Care £qt his own 
Safety. Durant had given the feme Intelligence to 
Sir George Barclay, who, upon this Information, 
fent Word to his Party, that the King not intend- 
ing to go abrpadlhat Day, there would be no Oc- 
cafion for their Service ; and foon after Sir George 
looking on their Defign as at an End, took Care 
to withdraw, and conceal himfelf. 

And now having fet thefe Matters in their true 
Light, and given an impartial and fincere Account, 
how all Things pafs'd from the firft forming of this 
Confpiracy againft the King and Kingdom, to the 
happy Difcovery and Disappointment of it, it is 
hoped, there is no farther need of reinforcing the 
Credibility of fuch a Relation, than barely to de- 
fire the moft incredulous People to read it, and the 
Depofitions and Informations given upon Qath, 
which are as Vouchers annexed to it, with a Mind 
not invincibly fet againft Convi&ion. 

In full Perfuafion therefore, that there will be 
found but few of commote Senfe and Honefty fo 
obftinately unreafonable, as to deny, or disbelieve, 
either the intended Aflaffination of the King's Per* 
fon, or the Invafion of his Kingdoms, it is very 
juft, as well as feafopable, to.-cptrap his Majefty's 

Sub* 
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Subjefts of all Conditions, Interefts and Opinions, 
to re-capitulate thefe Matters, and make fuch Re- 
flexions from them, as they lhall find proper and 
natural. 

All who are capable of Obfervation, and can 
judge of publick Affairs, muft plainly fee, that his 
Majefty can have no Intereft of his own, feparate 
from that of thefe Kingdoms ; and we have all the 
Reafon in the World to believe, that he has the 
Publick Good always in his View, and hath not 
faiPd at any time of doing his Part to procure it 
according to the Advantages and Opportunities that 
God hath made him Mafter of, and we cannot but 
think, that he looks on himfelf as obliged in Honour 
and Confcience to purfue it and no other. 

But it is not fit that every Perlbn lhould call 
his own the Kingdom's Intereft, and meafure and 
determine of the PiiUick by his own private Be- 
nefit. The King knows he- is the common Fa- 
ther of the Country, and, as fuch, is to confufc 
procure and advance the Good of his People, that 
is, their Good in general, with regard to their Af- 
fairs Abroad, as well as thofe at Home, and re- 
fpe&ing Time to come, as well as the prefent, and this 
he has been hitherto, and is ftill doing, notwith- 
ftanding the Cenfures of fome, that are partial, nar- 
row-minded, and of fliort Sight.

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It \youId be well, moreover, tb# his hpneft and 
wellrm$anipg Snl^&s would attend and carefujly 
oljfesvfc, whpthjs- thofe that n>^ke the grsateft Noife 
about the Publick Good, are not generally, fuch.

opppfe i* ipoft: Whether they> who ajre mpft bu- 
fy and- ipdtfftrioitf to fpread: abroad feditipitf wl in-* 
flaming Rumours, are n$$ the ljkeheft to contrive 
thj*n, and more iitf lined tQ v^iflx and h$ve them 
true than ot^rwife ; there beiag, $lf<| np tolerable 
Reafon to bs given? why they ftpuJd; oa all Occa- 
£b»s» raife and es&ggorate tl*fc Lottos and Misfor- 
tunes of their qw» Country, depreciate its Succeffes 
agdr Adv^fltagss* 3nd magnify iimdipufly^thofe of 
the Enemy. 

By fome of thcfe Means and Arts his Majefty's 
Enemies have long been trying to insinuate into the 
Minds of his good People a Difefteem of his Per- 
fon and Diflike of his Government* to intimidate 
their Minds, and extinguifh their Care and Indu- 
ftry to qiake them heartlefs> and confequently ufe- 
Ms, and unfix their Duty and Afft&jons, and pre- 
pare them for the Change they had been contri- 
ving ; and therefore this Matter is recommended to 
their Consideration again* that fuch, who have 
been caught unwarily in any- oT thefe Snares, would 
for the future avoid them, and be ho more the In- 
ftruments of forwarding their Enemies Defigns to 
the Difturbance and Deftruftion of their Coun- 
ty.

It is but juft and reafonable to befpeak the Re- 
colje&ion of all, and to invite them to confidfer yet ' 
more particularly, what the Confequences were moft N 
likely to have been, both with refped ■ to Europe, 
and themfelyes at Home, had God been fo difpka- 
fed as to permit his Majefty's Enemies to have e& 
fe&ed their unnatural and barbarous Deiign agaipft 
his Perfon. 

Whether that League, in which moft of the 
Chriftian Princes in the World have thought it ne- 
ceflary to confederate and join, had not by this E- 
yent been broken, and all the Hopes that Europe had 
of fete of reducing France to her jftft Bounds, of 
fettling Peace aqd Quiet, and fecuring the Repofe 
of Chriftendtm, had not by England's falling off 
been quite defeated. Whether this Nation be not 
equally concerned with others* to (fee that no Prince 
grow fo formidable ta all his Neighbours, as to he 
able to over-run them, when he has either Will, or 
a favourable Opportunity prefentedhim of doing it* 
when it is not itfelf out erf" the Reach of the fame 
Dangers and Oppreffions; and whether it is not 
manifeft, how neceflary its Conjua&ipn with the 
reft of the World has been againft the common E- 
nemyj and with refpeft to our felves. at. Home, when 
ther upon his Majefty's. Death this Nation mull 
not immediately have fubmitted upon Dtfcretion, and 
without any Terms to a Foreign Army, and have been 
thereby reduced to a Province lander a Foreign Do- 
"WG?* an4 whether this Kingdom muft not haw 
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been condemned to fatisfy the great Arrears pre* 
tended to be due for long Affiftance, Depredations, 
• Lofles, and the Expence of a Seven Years War ; 
and whether its Religion, Laws and Liberties had 
not been prefently fubverted, or have been conti- 
nued only by the Favour and Clemency of their 
new Sovereign ; whether, I fay, this had not been 
the beft of this Nation's Fortune, even upon fup~ 
pofal of no manner of Refiftance. 

And whether, had this Foreign Army been op- 
pos'd with Force, this Kingdom would not have 
welter'd in its own Blood, and been engag'd in a 
Civil War more unextinguifhable and devouring, 
than any former one whatever, by being fomented 
by a powerful Enemy from Abroad, who would un- 
doubtedly have found in it his Account, at leaft, 
when the beft Blood in England had been fpilt in 
tfyefe inteftine, cruel Quarrels. 

In a Word, let it be confidered, whether the 
Condition of this Nation, either by a tame and 
peaceable Submiffion, or by an obflinate and fierce 
Refiftance, had not been unexpreffibly calamitous 
and miferable, and whether this had not been inevi- 
tably its Condition, had God permitted his Ma- 
jefty to fall in the defigned Time and Manner, and 
in that Jun&ure of Affairs. 

Thefe Things are fit to be recommended to the 
Confederation of all his Majefty's Subje&s, of what 
Pti :■*•:; /,«■? and Opinions foever; nor fhould we be 
"out , iio;»vS that even the Roman Catholicks them- 

felves, 
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felves, who are now at leifure to confider, and arc 
freed a little from thofe Heats and Refentments, 
which crafty and feducing Leaders had defignedly 
infpir'd into them, will now look back upon what 
Part they were to have born in this Affair, with 
fome Horrour and Aftonifhment. They muft needs 
know, they owed their Country better Things than 
Slavery and Deftru&ion ; and though they would 
not, or could not fee their Duty, through the Rage 
of Revenge, or blinded with ambitious Hopes, or 
mifguided by a falfe Zeal, yet now it is expe&ecf, 
they fhould, in their cooler Temper, relent, and 
come to their Senfe again ; renounce their pernici- 
ous Principles, and fhew all Tokens of Repentance, 
by a more dutiful and fubmiflive Carriage for the 
Time to come. They might, one would think, 
believe and fee the Providence of God intended them 
more Good by the Difappointment of the late De- 
fign, than they deferred ; it being nothing probah 
ble, that their Families and Eftates fhould have es- 
caped better than their Neighbours, either under 
the Fury of an undiftinguifhing Army, or the Do- 
minion of an Arbitrary Foreigner; and the Ufe 
which thefe People fhould make of this Difcovery, 
fhould be to give the Nation fome good Proofi 
that they have recovered the Temper of EngUJb- 
men, and though they ferve not God in the fame 
Temples, and with the fame Rites, yet, that they 
will be as peaceable and as quiet as the reft of hi$ 
Majefty's Subje&s, and retain an equal Value and 
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Efteem for the good Laws, Liberties, and Honour 
of their Country. 

There is great Reafon to believe, that his Ma- 
jefty is willing to befpeak them in this, rather than 
in any louder or hardier Tone, and would admohifli 
them to try by a more dutiful and prudent Con- 
dud, to juftify in part the Favour he has (howft 
them hitherto, and fuffer him according to his Dif- 
jtofition, fHU to perfift in mitigating the Rigour 
of fbme Statutes made againft them. 

This is alfo what his Majefty's cither dififlfe&ed 
Subje&s ftiould endeavour : They have hitherto af* 
fumed in common with the reft, the Title of good 
l>roteftants, and good Englijb-men 9 which all the 
World believes they will never deferve, by calling 
in, and joining with, and giving up their Country 
to a Popijb Army, and therefore they ought to 
make thefe Titles good, by other forts of Proofs* 
better becoming good Subje&s and good Chrifti- 
ans ; that they draw not down upon their Heads 
the Vengeance of more fevere Laws, and indeed the 
Indignation of all Mankind, there being riot the 
leaft Countenance of any of the Church of En- 
gland's Principles, of which they pretend themfelves 
the only pure arid ftanding Part, to juftify their 
fa&ious Stubbofhefs and Difobedience, much lefs 
~their traiterous IPra&ices. 

As for the Teft of his Majefty's good Subje6ts, 
there is no doubt they will and do confider the 
Confeqiiences df his Peath at foch a Time, had

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Cod permitted it, as wicked Traitors had devifed * 
and fure it cannot be but with great Content and 
Satisfaction, that his Majefty has heard and feen them 
from the higheft to the loweft, detefting all fuch 
villainous and unnatural Treafons, returning Thanks 
to God for his Deliverance] and univerfally aflbcia- 
ting in the Defenfe and Prefervation of his Life and 
Government. There was no Caufe to doubt of their 
Affeftion and Zeal before, but fince his Majefty's E- 
nemies, againft their Will and Purpofe, have given his 
good Subjects a new Occafion of demonftrating to all 
the World their exemplary Care and Concern for his 
Security, fo there is no Reafon to doubt, but that 
his Majefty does accept of thefe Expreflions of their 
Zealand Loyalty, with the grateit Satisfaction, and 
will in return, do every Thing that can be expect- 
ed from him, for the Defenfe and Prefervation of 
their Country, Laws and Liberties, and the Re- 
formed Religion, againft all Enemies whatsoever.

Bartkt about the third of this Inftant 
I February t at the Cock, "* Bow-Street, 
where was alio prefait a Monk called Johnfm-, alias 
Harrifix, who-tojd him, the (aid Richard, Fijber, in. 
Cue he knew the (aid Sir George Bartkt, not to take 
any Notice of him; whereupon he the fc&Johnfin, ali- 
as Harrifon (aid to Sir George Barclay t ^\as is the Gen- 
tleman I was to bfingto you, you may truft him, and 
fpcak freely tohitfl: Upon which the (aid Sir George 
Marclaj askt this Deponent, whether he wouklfcft ***- 
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gag'd to be one of thofe that fhould feize the Prince 
of Orange : This Deponent anfwered him, that he 
would. Then replied Sir George Barclay to him, Let 
us fee which Way you will propofe. This Depo- 
nent faid, when he was a hunting. Six George Barclay 
anfwered, that is very well, but added, What if jt 
fhould be done as he comes to Chapel to St. James's I 
The Deponent anfwered, I think it would do very 
well. Sir George anfwered, what Strength would do ? 
The Deponent replied, Thirty or two and Thirty, 
I think would be enpugh, becaufe the ufual Guard* 
were but five and twenty, and thofe not half load- 
ed. Upon which Sir George Barclay replied, then we 
will have about fix Foot-Men, who Ihould be in the 
little Houfe at Hide-Park^ Gate, and come out ready 
to fhut the Gate to make a Stop, and then we will 
fall upon the Guards with Sword in Hand. And 
therefore let us be ready and meet very often^ in 
Order to the carrying on this Matter. Hereupon 
after feveral other ^Meetings between the Deponents

That he knows 
P^ X Sir George BarcUy ; that the firft time 
he few him flnce his laft coming into E*gU*d> was 
about a Month ago at this Informant's Lodgings, at 
Mrs. Conant's Houfe in NwfolkzStreet, and that 
Chernockz who lodg'd in the fame Houfe, brought 
him to him ; and Sir George BarcUy told this Infor- 
mant, that he came from France about three or four 
Months before. 

That this Informant has heard Sir George BatcUy 
fay, that he came over to put in Execution a Defign 
upon the King's Perfon. 

That Chernocl^ told this Informant, that the laid 
Sir George Barclay had eight hundred Pounds given 
him by Mr. Caryll, Secretary to King James, for 
providing Men aiid Horfes for an Atrempt upon the 
King's Perfon ; and this Informant has heard Si r 
Ge torge Barclay complain of the fmalhiefs of the Sum 
for fuch a Defign.

That Chernock^ told this Informant, that Sir George 
Barely had a Comraiffion from King James for an 
Attempt upon the King's Perfon, and that Sir Wil- 
liam Perkins had read it, and that the Commiffion 
was all of King James's Hand Writing, and that it 
run for Railing and Levying War upon the perfon of 
the King. 

Sir William Perkins own'd to this Informant, that 
hehadfeenthe CommifTion, and Sir George Barclay 
told this Informant, that he had fiich a Com- 
miffion.

bam~Grcen> and that this Informant was to be with 
the reft of the Men at Brentford; that libokwood was 
to be with Sir George Barclay, and Chernock.w& to 
be with this Informant. 

This Informant fay s, That Sir George Barclay told 
him, that there were two orderly Men appointed to 
wait at Kenfington, to give Notice when the King went 
a Hunting, 

That Chambers was one of them, as he told this 
Informant, and to that End he took a Lodging near 
the Guards at Kenfington, and he was to give Notice 
when the King went out. 

The other Perfon was Durant, a Walloon, who 
was to give Notice when the Guards went. 
. This Informant faith further, That the Perfons em* 
ploy'd in this Defign were to be divided into three 
P,arties. It was intended that two of them fliould 
attack the Guards with their Swords only, and the 
third Party at the fame time were to fet upon the 
Coach, where the King ftiould be. 
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Rookwoodviis to command one of die Parties t(> 
attack the Guards, and this Informant the other. 

That Sir George Barclay was to be at the Head of 
eight or ten Men, who fhould fet upon the Coach 
where the King was ; and it was faid and agreed among ' 
them, that they would cut off the King, ancj all 
that were with him in the Coach. 

That this Informant hath a Mufquetoon, which 
tarries above fix Bullets, and he told Pendergra/s, who 
was to be of Sir George Barclay's Pbrty, that He fhould 
have it with him. 

Sir George Barclay told this Informant, that when 
the King fhould be at Richmond, he had ordered a 
Man to wait at Que-Ferry, who fhould give Notice 
when the Guatds came back thither, to ftay for the . 
King, to the End that every Body might get 
ready. 

It was agreed among them, that when Notice 
fliould be brought them of the King's going to Hick* 
mondj that all concerned fhould then flip out of Town 
by three or four in a Company, and fet up their 
Horfes in the Inns marked out at Tt$rnham~Grecn and 
'Brentford, 'till they had Notice of his coming back. 

This Informant remembers that it was an Expreflion 
ufed, but he cannot recoiled by whom, that afTault- 
ing the King in this manner, was no more than attack- 
ing him in his Winter Quarters, or than killing him 
as he was paffing from one Town to another in 
Flanders* 
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This Informant faith further, That Knightly, King} 
Homes, and Dnrant, were td be of Sir Gtorge Bdrckfs 
Party. 

Cherneckjold this Iriforntirit, that Corttter, who 
was lately come from France, was to be another of Sir 
George Barclay's Party; and alfo Bertram, whoni 
Chernocl^told this triformaftt he hoped to have, but 
Lxricl^ had carried him to Sir deorge Barclay. 

Cbernock^ further told this Informant, he had fent 
for Thomas and Bevill Higgons our of the Country* 
ahd had propofed the Bufiriefs to them, but they re- 
fiifed to bfceoiicerhed ifc an Attempt upoh the King's 
Perfbn. 

This Informant faith further/That CranburnJ&yes, 
PtndergraJ}, and Kendrick^ knew of the intended 
AfTafliriatiori, and that he told them of it, arid they 
promifed to go along with him. 

This informant faith further, that the Day before 
he Went to view the Grouiid at Tttirnhaw-Green and 
Richmond, he dined at the Nagg's-Head in James- 
Street, with Sir George Barclay, Sir William Perkins^ 
Sir John Fricrtd, Fergnfon, and Homes ; that Cber- 
»^ either dined there or came in after Dinner ; that 
Hatrifon, alias johnfoh, a Prieft, came to them after 
Dinner ; that they difcourfed there privately one 
among another, of the Defign upon the King's Per^ 
fori, and eriquir'd what Men and Horfes each could 
provide, and it was talked publickly amorig thfem atf 
of the Preparations that were making in France all 
along the Sea Coaft i Thofe who talked aboux. xV^ 
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Defign in private, were Sir George Barclay, Sir William 
Pcrkinsy Chernock^ and this Informant. Sir John 
Friend obferving their Whifpers faid, he defired to 
be fairly dealt with, that he was as ready to ferve the 
King as any Man, and that he fancied fomething was 
behind the Curtain, that was.concealed from him. 

It was then Sir George Barclay whifper'd to thi& ( 
Informant, that the Duke of Zfcrww^ had been here, 
and faid he would not have told him of it, but that 
he was gone over again. 

This Informant fajth further, that on Friday the 
i4thlnftant, this Informant, tothebeft of his Re^ 
membrance, dined at the Bine Pofis in Sf ring-Garden* 
but he pofitively fays> he fent for Kendrick^ to come 
to him where he dined > and this Informant told Kcn~ 
drick^ to be in a readinefs to go out with hiih next 
Day, and he would provide him a Horfe, and bid 
him bring Sherburne with him; That accordingly 
Kendrick^ brought Sherburne the next Morning* and 
this Informant then told Kendrickjo£ the Defign to 
AfTaflinate the King, and Kendrick^ agreed to go with 
him : But word being brought that the King did not 
go out that Day, this Informant bid Kendrjcl^ be in a 
readinefs againft the Saturday following ,• and he pro- 
mi fed he would. 

This Informant faith further, that Reyes hath lived 
with him a Year and a half ; that this Informant ac- 
quainted him with theDefign of AfSffinatingtheKbg, 
and employed him to hire Horfes for that Purpofe : 
That the faid Kejes had hiyed him two Horfes for Sa- 
turday 
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tkrday the 1 5 th of February y when the Execution 
was to be done > and had l&ewife enquired tot Horfcs 
for Saturday the lid of February : that the faid 
Keyes was to have been motmted by thfe Irfornfent, 
and ro have gone out wfrh hinfi, and fey have the fafcne 
Arms the others had, w*. a Sword afad Piftofc. 

This Informant fai<h filrther , he feAt for Pender* 
graft out of Hampjhire foflfe Days before the 15th? 
Of Fefaaary> and aequafaitfctf him wkh the Affaffi- 
Aatfca of the Kong, arid R<f agreed t& be one con- 
cerned. 

This Informant faith- further* That he feftt for 
PUrwden oiit of Hatopfhfrtt whacaffleuj) fotae Day* 
before the tfjth of Febntaty; thsft this informant 
acquainted the faid FUtodert With this Defignagainft 
the King, arid he agreed to jgo with him on Satur* 
day the 15 th of February* PttivAen' brought up* a 
Morfe of his own* arid t!fiis Informant lent liirtv a 
Saddle, and Piftob* The fid Ptwdeu came to this 
Informant* to the Bl*e«Pofts in Spring-Garde* on 
Saturday the 15th of February* in order tdgo out 
with him that i>ay,- but the Bufinefc being dis- 
appointed by the King's not going a Hunting* ?W- 
dm told this Informant, he Would gorottt of Towrt> 
aid be back again the Yhttrfltay or Friday follow- 
ing^ but he did not cdttie as he had promifed. 

(hi Friday the >ift of February laft, this In- 
formant was at the* Smp-Tavern in the Strand with 
Sir -tibrj* Barclay, Sir WHl^ Ferkms, and Cher- 
mckj and they had a great deal of Difcourfe about

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the Difappointment of the Saturday before ; fome 
were afraid the Defign had been discovered, others 
faid, if it were fo, they fhould not be together as 
they were; and it was again refolved among them* 
that if the King went * hunting the next Day, he 
fhould be aflaffinated ; and it was agreed it fhould 
be done in the fame manner as had before been re- 
folved on. Sir George Barclay told this- Informant* 
that Notice would be brought to him, if the King 
went out, and this Informant fhould be acquainted 
with it. 

While this Informant was at the faid Tavern, 
Kendrickj Keys, and Cranhtrm came to him thi* 
ther, and this Informant was with them in another 
Room. This Informant then acquainted them, that 
the Defign of aflaffinating the King would be put 
in Execution the next Day, if he went a hunting. 
Kendrick^ came thither with his Ann tied up, and 
faid, he had got a Fall into a Cellar, or forae Build-" 
ing, which had difabled him * and he was forry h? 
could not go with him- This Informant asking 
Kendrick^ for Sherburne 9 he faid, he asked fo ipany 
Queftions that he did not like him, and fo he let him 
alone. Sir William Perkins fent word to this In- 
formant, on Saturday the 2 id. of February* in the 
Morning, that if he wanted thfeeHoifes, Mr. Ltwih 
Gentleman of the Horfe to my Lord Feverjbam* 
would help him to them, and that there were three 
lufty Geldings in Somtrfet-Htufe-Tard, and one of 

them had all Furniture ready. '

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The faid Informant faith further, That Sir William 
fcrklm formerly told him, that the faid Lewis had 
provided him 3 o or 40 Saddles, which he did un- 
der Colour of buying them for the Marquis of 
Miennonty as Sir William Perkins believed. 

While this Informant wps at the Blue-Pofts in 
Spring-Garden on Saturday the 2 2d, La Rue and 
Brierljf brought him each of them a Man, that 
were to go along with him that Dgy ; and Notice 
being brought again, that the King did not go out, 
the faid Perfons faid, they hoped they fliould go 
fome other Time. Keyes bringing this Informant 
Word, that the Guards were come back all in a 
Foam, he concluded the Bufmefs was difcovered, 
and went out of Town within half aji Hour afi- 
ter, and then went and concealed himfelf at a Houfe 
he hgd been told of by Carter and Davis, two 
Perfons he had known in Newgate, who were 
committed for counterfeiting the Banknotes. 

This Informant faith further, That Sir William 
Perfyns hath a Commiflion from King James for a 
Regiment of Horfe, %% Sir William Perkins told him. 
Sic William Perkins and Chernock^ told this Informant, 
that Sir John Friend had a Commiflion from King 
James for a Regiment of Horfe, and that Blaire, 
who is his Lieutenant-Colonel had procured it for 
him ; and this Informant has heard Sir John Friend 
own he had 9 Commiflion^ and would be in ^ 
readinefs.

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This Jflfprwant faij:h, that Chermck^ is Cibne! 
Parker's f hief Correfpondent, and that he told him 
300/. was paid for Parker* $ Efcape, but he doth 
not know to whom. 

ChernocJ^ told fhis Informant » that Sir John Friend 
had paid 100/. towards Parker's Efcape; and this 
Informant fays, that Sir John Friend owned the 
fame to him when they din'd together at the jVigg's* 
Head, as alfo, that King James had fent him back 
the Money by a MefTenger, but he durft not ask 
him for it, and therefore he had only received 2,0 /• 
of it. 

Chernockfnrthcr told this Informant, that Mr. Tern- 
fefi of Durham had a Commiflion from King 
James for a Regiment of Dragoons, and that he 
had, every Thing in a Readinefs. 

This Informant faith further, that he was to have

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This Informant faith further, that he and GW- 
man had had Difcourfes two Years ago, about a 
Defign to feize, or carry off the King, and that they 
had acquainted Sir George Barclay with it, who was 
then going for France, that he might propofe it to 
Kingja/nes. 

This Informant faith further, that on Saturday 
the 1 5 th of February y Bur ant came to him all in 
Dirt, having rid from Kenjington to acquaint him 
the Guards were gone out ; and on the 2 2d of Fe- 
bruary> this Informant fent a Lift of the Men he 
had ready to Chernock^ by Cranburne y who brought 
him back the fame Lift, with the Names of 
Chemockis Men lii^ferted, which this Informant af- 
terwards tore, when he found the Bufinefs was dif- 
^ppointed. 

This Informant faith further, that Sir George Bar- 
clay proposed to them, that when the Aflaffination 
fhould be over, they fhould keep together till they 
came to Hammerjmith> and then difperfe, and get into 
the Town by feveral Ways, in fmall Companies, 
and they fhould not need to lie long conceal'd, there 
being a fudden Invafion expefted.

Copy.TN the Year 169^, in the Months of Janu- 
\l ary, February, March, apd to within very 
few Days of the King's going to Flanders, there 
were feveral Meetings between Sir William Perkins* 
Porter, Chernock^ Goodman, and Stow, to contrive 
how to carry the King's Perfon alive to King James 
in France, which Porter told the Deponent, that 
they had offpr'd that King to do, if hp woujd fend 
them a Commiflion for it, which was expe&ed a 
long Time ; and that their Defign yras, if they could 
not carry him away alive, to kill him, and pretend 
it was done by q Random Shot, in firing at the 
Guards ; but the Commiflion not coming, Patter 
told this Deponent, they would do it without be- 
ing provided with Horfes and Men ; but they coukj 
pot get a Veflel ready time enough before the 
Jftpg departed for Flanders, to carry them off ak 
ter the Execution of their barbarous Defign i which 
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put an End to their Projeft that Year. Moft of 
this Defign was imparted to the Deponent, by Por* 
ter; he alfb was in the Company of Chermckj, Sir 
William Perkins, Porter* and Stow, three or four 
Times, when it was talked on, though Chernock^ of- 
ten told him, that he believed the Defign would 
come to nothing. 

This Deponent further declares another wicked 
Defign againft his Majefty's facred Perfon, which 
was to have been put in Execution on Saturday 
Evening, being the 15 th of February, 1695, at 
the King's Return from hunting, by 45 or 46 Per- 
fons, njqft of them having been Officers under King 
James ; but they were prevented that Day by fome 
Impediments and Oppofitions in their Cabals, &c. 
befides, the King did not go a hunting that Day, 
and therefore it was deferred till next Saturday, 
being the 2 2d of February. The chief of thefe Con- 
fpirators, as the Deponent was informed by Captain 
Porter, and Lieutenant King, were, Sir George Bar' 
clay, Chcrnockj* and Porter* which procured their 
feveral Numbers. Sir George Barclay was the Com- 
mander in Chief, having brought over from France 
a Commiffion from King James, which as they told 
this Deponent, w$s to attack the Prince of Orange 
his Perfon, in Winter^Quartefs, which Commiffion 
was interpreted by a Council of War, held at St. 
Qermains, to take off the King by what Means they 
pould ,• to which End he came into England, with a 
Brigadier of King J*m?$ P 1 ^, named &m&s»*^ 
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and a Sub-Brigadier, with 16 chofen Men out of 
the two Troops, and was recommended to Porter aid 
Cbernnckj as fit Perfons to confult and advife with, 
having laid a Scheme, and contrjyed the Matter the 
laft Year, and who was alfo to aflift Sir George with 
their Friends to make up a Party ftrong enough ; 
and they went to view the Roads feveral times, and 
to pitch upon the fitteft Place to attack the King's 
Perfon and Guards j as aMo Durante* King* and 
Knightly went feveral times towards Brentford, Rich- 
mond, and Turnham-Green* to the fame Purpofe, a$ 
King and Porter told this Deponent, and he was ask- 
ed to go with them feveral times, but he neglefted 
it, where they would have (hewed him the feveral 
Ways and Places they propofed for the Execution 
of this wicked Defign, viz,, by an Ambufcade near 
the King's Houfe at Richmond* with a Party of 
Horfe at a diftance to come up and attack the Guards 
upon notice from the Ambufcader's Fire, or all to 
attack his Majefty by Day all on Horfeback, &c. 
But at laft it was agreed to do it at Porter % % old 
Place, as he told the Deponent, which was at the 
End of the Lane in the Night, coming into Turn* 
ham-Green* which was to be done, vie Sir Gtorge y 
with Eight (of which Number was Pendergrafs) was 
to attack the King's Coach, and afTaffinate every 
Body that was within it, and in the other Coach, 
and the Officer of Guards with the two Troopers 
on the Van-Guard, whilft in the Rear Rookjvood 
with his Party of one Side of the Lane, and Por- 
ter 
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Or and Chernock*. with their Party that they pro- 
cured here, of the other Side of the Lane, was to at- 
tack the Body of Guards. This Deponent does 
further teftify, that Pmrtsr fent to him on the Fri- 
day Night, being the %i&oi February, to meet him 
and others to confute and prepare every Thing, in 
order for marching to the Places where they was 
to quarter in Brentford* and about Turnham-Grectu 
The next Day* they having billetted every Man's 
Quarters, and that Porter had engaged the Depo- 
nent about the Middle of the Week, to lie with 
him that Night in fome private Place ; ,but the De* 
ponent had Bufinefs, and was from Home on Friday 
Night, but was fent for the next Morning at Eight 
of the Clock, by Porter, to defire him to come to 
his Lodgings; where he the Deponent went, and 
Porter told him all Parties were ready to march in 
the Afternoon, if the King went Abroad, which 
they ftiould know loon from their orderly Men at 
Kenjlngton, for that Sir George had Durance for his 
orderly Man there, and he and Chernock^ had Cham~ 
hers for their orderly Man, who had been there all 
the Week. Soon after came into Porter's Lodgings 
others of the Party, as Cranburn, Pendergrafe, Kejes, 
and King, the latter of which juft came from Sir 
George with a MefTage to Porter, and then Porter 
took a Piece of Paper, and wrote a Lift of his Men* 
which was fent by CrmbHrn (who he called his 
Quarter-Matter) to Mr. Chernock^ to fend to order 
fo many Horfes and Arms to be ready for them . 
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and when Cranburn came back, hetold Porter, that 
Chambers j the orderly Man, had fent Word to Cher- 
mckj, that the King was to go out a hunting between 
io and 1 1 a-Clock, which Porter told us all, with 
a great deal of Joy. Then Porter told the Deponent, 
that Pendergrafs was to be of the P^rty of the eight 
that attackt the King's Coach> and faid aloud to 
Pendergrafs, that hp had a fpecial Piece for him that 
would carry eight B^Ds; and King faid, he hoo- 
ped he would not fear breaking the Windows; 
no > I'll have a Finger in him, faid Pendergrafs. This 
Deponent further declares, That Cranburn brought the 
Lift back to Porter •, and at the Foot of Porter's Lift 
lie faw the Lift of Chernocl(s Men, both which 
made about eighteen ; and this Deponent told Porter* 
lie thought he had more ; to which he anf wered, that 
they had been difappointed of five or fix ; but that 
they ftiould make up forty with Sir George his Par- 
ty, which King laid was enough of all Confcience 
to do the Bufinefs. But Porter asked this Deponent, 
if he could not fupply him with fome trufty Men $ 
to which he anfwered, it was too late, there was 
riot Time to get any ; but becaufe he ftiould not mif- 
truft his Inclinations for the Affair in Hand, this 
Deponent went out, and brought him one to the 
Place where they dined, which was at the Blue* 
Pofis in Spring-Garden, where about eleven or 
twelve a Clock they had Notice that' their orderly 
Man Chambers was come back, and that the King 
did not go : And Kejes, Porter's Trumpet, came 1 up

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toon after, and told the Company that the Party of 
Guards was returned, and paffed by foaming* and the 
King's Coaches were returned, and that the People 
wondefd that the King had mifTed going a Hunting 
for two Saturdays together ; which put a Confterna- 
tion in Ported and the reft of the Company, who 
faid there mlift be fbme Treachery in it ; therefore 
Porter refolved to go to Epfim or thereabouts, and 
asked the Deponent if he would go with him; but 
he told him he had a Suit in the Commons, which 
was to be heard on Tteefdaj^ therefore he took Ptt*+ 
dergrafs and his Trumpet, to come up again the next:* 
Day to give Chemock^ aft Account where to fend ta 
him in Cafe there fhould be an Occafion. The De- 
ponent further declares, that feveral difloyal and trea- 
sonable Healths were druftk, as Confufion to the King* 
&c. But one more particular was drunk, finccthey 
were fruftrated of their Defign that Day ; Porter 
fqueefc'd half an Orange in this Deponent's Hand,, and 
drank a Bumper to the fqueezinng of the Rotten Q- 
range, which went round.

THAT about the Zth of $th of Pehwnyhft, 
Cbernock^ invited this Examinant to drink a

This Informant faith further, That he went to 
tjoicl^s Chamber on Friday the 14/A of February y 
and Loick^told him he muft be ready againft the next 
Morning, and provide himfelf with Boots and o- 
ther NecefTaries, and gave him a Guinea, and bid 
him meet him at the Purl-Houfe in Hart-ftreet> by fix 
a Clock the next Morning ; and Loicl^ told this In- 
formant, he belieyed they fhould attack the King,

This Informant fays, he did not meet Loick^ accord- 
ing to his Appointment, it not being his Intention

fo it would have been if the King had been in the

This Informant fays he knows Leigh. 
This Informant fays he knows Durand, and that 
he was a very bufy ftirring Man. 

This Informant fays he knows Blaire, that he told 
him he was to be Lieutenant Collonel to Sir John 
Friend's Regiment of Horfe, and that this Infor- 
mant fhould be Lieutenant to his Troop ; he has 
told him fo any Time thefe two Years ; the laft 
Time Blair e fpoke to him about it, was fix Weeks 
ago.

That he changed his Religion while he was in Hol- 
land* and turned Roman Gatholick ; and after that he 
Jferved in my Lord Dnfofrtob's Regiment in France. 
He hath lived in England i x Years : His kft Com- 
jrtiffion was Captaih Lieutenant in Sir Edtoard Hales* s 
Regimfent. 

This Informant fays, He has known Father Har* 
rifin, alias John/in, theft five Years; that he was re- 
commended to his Acquaintance by Sir Edward Hales ; 
That this Examinant hath been frequently with the 
/aid Father Harrifon in fevend Places, fjarticulariy at 
Hdrrifos Lodgings* at my Lzdyjtilibone'sinBroTim- 
Jee-ftrM in Grey's*/**, and ttfatherjfato's Lodging*

This Examinant faith* That as long as he was ac* 
ijuainted with the faid Ha*rifin> he found that he wa$ 
always a Manager of King Jankt* Affair hefe> and

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was in Favour, and fincethat with Secretary Carjll : r 
And this Examinant hath feen feveral Letters that the 
faid Harrifin had from both of them, part in Cypher, 
and part at large. The faid Harrifin was the firft 
Man that employed this Examinant to get all the 
Men ready that he could againft the la Hogne Bufi- 
neft; and at that time brought this Examinant ac- 
quainted with Collonel Parkgr : They met at Mr.

would fend Captain Hafiings to him ; and Haflings 
came to this Examinant, afld brought him to Holman y

PAPER the EIGHTH. 

IW E N T to fee Mr. Harrifin a Kttle after Sir 
George Barclay came from France> who told me* 
that there might be fomething done in a little time* 
whkh I forgot in my former Depofition, and which 
might be an Introdudion to King James's Reitera- 
tion. I ask'd after what manner that Bufinefs could 
be effeded ; and after fome Paufe he told me, That if 
King James could not come time enough, his Friends 
might burn the Navy VlttHalling-Office, wherein the 
Provisions for the Mouth lay, which might retard 
the Englijh Fleet from getting to Sea for a confidera- 
ble time* I told him, being amaz'd to hear fuch 
Words proceed from a Priefl's Mouth, that it was not 
practicable, and if it were, there would be few found 
that would run the Rifque. He told me, that he 
itfoukl have me as forward in the King's Service as any 
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Man, and that he was told by a Gentleman, and a very- 
good Officer, that if he was but fure of a hundred 
Horfe, he would end the War in a Fortnight's time. 
I anfwer'd, That the Gentleman might know a great 
deal more thai! I, but that hehoved to be done not by 
a regular War, nor according to the true Laws of 
Honour or Arms, but by fome other Means, which 
I was afraid even to harbour in my Thoughts* I law 
Mr. Bertram once in the City, and if I am not mis- 
taken, Mr. Fifher was in the Houfe at the fame Time, 
and in the lame Room ; he call'd me into the next 
Room, and I ask'd him, before he could fpeak to me, 
if I am not miftaken, Why I did not fee him of a long 
while, and that I was afraid he was upon fome def- 
perate Defign ; He made me little or no Anfwer, but 
wifh'd he had feen me fooner,or Words to that Effect ;

This Informant fcys, That he and his Comrade 
met one Evening near -the Dial in Covert-Garde*^ 
with Mr. Holms, Mu Caffil, Mr. Richardfin, and 
Mr. Handford, alias Brwm ; that their Difcoutfe 
was of keeping themfelves in their Lodgings, and 
apt ftir «ut in theDay-timc.

SK<Gtrige Barclay* who went from SuGermains 
in &teemiKr 4 k& ; it was then given ^>ut, that he was

WlqovJiolms, -who <this informant ifappfc&s came 
dong ^with Sir <7*wge JtaWlajy for he did not fee 
him^fter Sir Geerge Barclay was faid be gone to 
Paris. 

Yaffils and Rkhardfin went off next, the for* 
kier giving out, that \t would go for the *StoftrA 
College, and try fomething «dfe, fince the Profefli- 
on of a Soldier was not more favourable to>him ; and 
Richardfw likewife declared, that he was how weary 
of the Service : Cajfels belonged to the firft Troop 
of 'Guards commanded by the Duke of Berwick^, 
and Richard/in to the fecond Troop of Guards com- 
manded by the Earl of CUncarty. 

And when this Informant and his Comrade came 
Away, (who were both of the fecond Troop of 
Guards commanded by the Earl of Clencarty ,) they 
*lfo gave out they were weary of the Service. 

'Captain Counter, who was lately made Brigadier 
of the Guards, came over after this Informant. 

Mr. Maxwell and Mr. Byerly came about the 
fame Time that Counter did.

Mr. H**g*te liv'd at Ptrib and had an Allow- 
ance ; he was Nephew to Colonel Hungatc, whQ 
was talk'd of to have a Regiment of Dragoons 
whenever the King fhould land. 

Mr. ' BUckbwrne, a Lancgjbire Gentleman, who 
came out of EngUnd laft Spring, and had iod. 4 
Day allowed him at St. Gcrmainu 

There came over likewife Mr. Haxdfird of th$ 
fecond Troop of Guards, who came over with 
Mr. Hungttc. 

There came over likewife Mr. Baity, and Mr. Tho- 
rold> but thpfe Two came over as Men of Service 
to be employed in Colonel Cnrwins Regiment of 
Horfe, and to put it upon a good Foot; Bdily 
quitted the Poft of a Lieutenant in the Grand Prior's 
Regiment. 

The reft were to be under Sir George Barclay '$ 
Command, and had falfe Names given them to go 
by. 

This InfQrniant fays further, That on Saturday 
the Affafljnation was defign'd (as he underftood 
afterwards), he went to Brigadier Rooky ood^s Lodgr 
ings, aqd he had not been there long, before Berr 
yard* came in ; he found them in a Hurry, and 
§sff'd yrhat it w&s they were gcing about y N^x% Rw4q 
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uWtokl him, if he would go to Mr. Counter's* 
he would tell him ; whereupon this Informant went 
to Mr- Counter's Lodgings, at a Confe&ioner's over-* 
againft the Three-Tun-Tavern in Holbour$h where he 
lay by the Name of Rstmfey: He fpund him at 
Home, and he told him he had Orders for him from 
Sir George Barclay ; and that he and Mr. Hare muft 
be ready inftantly, and go to Turnham-Grceu at the 
Sign of the Wool-pack^ (as near as he can remember). 
There were then prefent Major Holms, Mr. Knight- 
ly, and Mr. King. Major Holms told this Infor- 
mant, that his Horfe and Mr. Hare's flood at So- 
merfit-Houfe, and he told Knightly, that Mr. Hyn- 
gate's Horfe flood there likewife; and Mr. Knightly 
fpoke to this Informant, to take care of Hungate's 
Horje, fince they flood all together, which he pro- 
mifed to do.

This Informant fays further, Thar he, his Com* 
fade, Cajfels, Richard/on, Handfordy Meldrum 9 and 
Maxwell y were at an jHe-Houfe in St. James's* 
Street in Covent-Garden the Night before, being 
the 14th of February, where Mr. Counter came to 
them, and delivered to each of them a Cafe of Pi- 
Hols, the faid Counter tdKng them they were not 
to ftir out of their Lodgings, but to be ready 
next Morning. 

This Informant fays further, That he and Mr. 
Hare met Major Holms by his Appointment the 
firft Saturday at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon, at the Stables in Somer/et-ffouje, where they 
had each his Horfe delivered to them by the faid Holms* 
ftnd they carried them to .a Stable in Sobo.

This Informant fays further* That another Tixpe 
walkjbg mJledtLiontFields with Major Lowkkj> Ma- 
jor Bernardiy aud Captain Rookpood* they consider- 
ing what a barbarous Thii^j it \yas, JJnvkk^ faid, 
he would obey Orders, and.fure Sir George Barely 
would not. undertake it without PnJesSsj .Captain 
Rookwood often . repeated, that the J£ing rfeat , him 
to obey Sir George Barclay's .Qrdfrs : Bernards laid 
the fame, as alfo did the Informant, and LwUkj? 
gained, he would obey. 

This Informant fays further, That all the Perfons 
before-mentioned, except Bjerty, Baity, and Thorol^y 
had.Hories and Arms delivered them by -Sir, George 
Barclay's Order. 

This Informant lays further, That he and JHakc 
had feveral Meetings with Richardfun, Cajfells, and 
others, but did ijot talk .about thejBufioefs till the 
Friday following; At which Tinje. this Informant 
was at the Two BlackjPofts ip Afaid*n-Lane> where 
were, Hke wife &*gj Richaxdfon> .Cajfelf, .Maxwell, 
ty&Handford; Captain Counter came to thaok \ka^ 
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ther, and told them, they muft be in readiaefc the 
next Morning, and not ftirout; whereupon Cdfclfs 
fwore, (7<fc/ <&om* him, he would have the Plunder of 
the Fieldy crying out, To-morrow is the Day, Boys! 
King faid, If it did not do To-morrow, he would 
think of it no ipore, Hyndford ask'd, how they 
(hould make their Efcapes after it was dpne ? Co/fells 
replied, He muft ftay with th# Party he was ordered 
-with. This Informant then w.enr to his Lodgings 
to acquaint his Comrade with the Orders given 
them; and the next Day, being Saturday, the i 2d 
of February, about Nine in the Morning, Major 
Holms came to them, and told them, they muft 
be ready prefently; and he bifl this Informant go 
to Captain Counter for Orders ; and Major Holms 
gave each of them a Guinea, to pay for th^ir Horfes, 
This Informant then went to Captain Coftnter, and 
found Captain Rookwood with him.

Major Jjnvick^ 
fiid further, Gentlemen,, you have 6 s. a t)ay al- 
lowed* you, bat I have not a Farthing, and yet X 
bring three Men Upon my own Charge* This In- 
fbrifaaht faying, That was hard, and wondering that 
he did not fpeak to Sir George Barclay about it ;

King and Durant : King fent Boyce to 
fiim on Thurfday or Friday before the firft Saturday;

membrance, it was on Wednefday or Thurfday ', King

/ Captain King led them to a Houfe between R icb- 
mond and Mortlackj* where they faid the King ufed

Hungate was there too, he was a Gentleman who 
Jwd liv'd at Paris. 

Lmvick^ told him he had engaged Bertram. 

Bernard* was caffd Major, lie had feen him in Ire* 
' land; he fuppofes he was born in Holland or Flan* 
ders* 

He was at Sir George's the next Saturday* 

His Horfe was in Southwarkj Dnrant took Cars 
of both their Horfes* 

His Piftols were fent him by Major Holms* of 
his Relation ; he lay then at Mrs. Wroth* s, in Brown* 
low-Street* 

Major Lewickj> Mn Banger, Mr* Holms, he* 
Duraut, and two others, met at the Bull-Head-Taver* 
in Fleet-Street 1 one of them was a young Man related 
to Emelj ; they talk'd of the Thoukn-Flaet* 

Langhorn ferv'd in the Guards in France* 

He met Sir George on the id Sunday-Night in 
Bkomsbury-Square ; aHb he faid, he hop'd we ftiouH 
fee our Mafter ihortly. 

He faw Counter on Monday* who told him h* 
would not fee Sir George that Night, for he was ta- 
king Meafures to fecure himfelf. 

Sir George had another Lodging in Southampton* 
Buildings, over-againft the Arch ; he lay there by the 
Name of Brown.

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When they fnet in Southampton-Buildings , he 
<yas to have met him at the Griffin-Tavern. 

Counter and Hungate were with him. 

Counter went away with Sir George ; he went bf 
the Name of Romney or Rum fey. 

Hungate went by the Name of Rogers. 

Sir George Barclay lbdg'd at firft near the Red-Lj- 
on in Drurj-Lane. 

It is ten Months fince he came from St. Germains ; 
the King told thetfi , He could fubfift them no 

longer. 

He knew Sir George Abroad ; and that King James 
had a great Efteem for him* 

Sir George told him he came over about ten t)ays 
before he firft faw him. 

All he knew of the Duke of Berwickl* being in 
Town, was by King, who had it from Porter. 

He knew Chernocl^ in Ireland, and had fome gene- 
ral Difcourfes with him* 

Sir George laid, that thofe who mounted his Horfes 
were to go and meet the King when he landed, and 
in the mean Time they muft ftrift for themfelves* 
adding, that People were pretty well inclined ; and as 
foon as that Ihould be done, he hop'd they would 
be of his Opinion. 

Sir George Barclay fuCceeded Sutherland*

^9Py # A Bout f° me two Years fince or better, I 
•£X underftood that Colonel Parker was re* 
fident here, in order to engage feveral People for the 
Service of King Jamts; and Captain Porter told me, 
he had a Mind to fee me, which he accordingly did, 
where he told me that there would be an Invafion, 
$nd that King James would be reftor'd ; and that in 
Order to it, he had a Commiflion to levy iMen, and 
grant out fubordinate Commiffions for a Regiment of 
Horfe, and did ask if I would accept of one, which 
I accordingly did ,* he likewife faid he would fee me 
as often as he could, and that Captain Porter and I 
(hould receive Directions. from Time to Time. Up- 
on feveral Meetings, and having received my Com- 
xpiflion, I underftood what Captains were to be in 
the Regiment, which were, Captain Porter 9 Sir WiU 
fiam Perkins, Mr, Chernockj Sir Hugh Smithfen, 
Mr. Higgins and my felf, and one ,Mr. Widdringtorh 
Lieutenant Colonel : The Copimiflions were blank 
when they were delivered, and to be filPd up by the 
Captain, &c. I then came acquainted with Mr. 
Cbernofk. and Sir Wiltim Perkins, and by them and 
farker, Captain Porter and I was inform'd that there 
\y® a great Bpdy of fiorfe tp be ready in the North* - 
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but tho' I ask'd, yet they never nam'd any Perfoag 
to me, but faid it was fufficient ; I ihould receive 
Orders, and a Route to march to a Rendezvous up- 
on Occafion ; and indeed I did not muchprefe it, be- 
caufe I did gather there was a great many concern'd ; 
and at this Time Captain Porter and I took a Houfe 
in the Chafe, with Stables and Barns fit for holding 
Horfes, and as a fit Place to meet upon Orders 
given us to march, which we then daily expe&ed. 

Sometime after this Colonel Parker was taken, 
and being committed to the Tower * he made his E- 
fcape ; and after that I faw him, and then he told me he 
Would be fure to correfpond with me and Porter, and I 
ftould receive his Letters of Mr, Chermck^or Mr P 
Johjefin; and he accordingly did; and in his Letters he 
ftill gave us Hopes, and (aid he would certainly 'fend 
us Notice to be in Readinefs, Tin?e enough for us 
to be ferviceaWe to the Defigp of the Invafioiv 

The laft -Letters I received from Parker gave me 
Advice that he doubted not but the Caufe would 
come to a Hearing at the Eajler Term, and he 
thought he Ihould write no more, but bring the O. * 
ders himfelf ; upon which I went to Chermckj* and 
he told me he did expeft him here in a Ihort Time, 
but always or moft commonly in his Letters he told 
me for a Sign, when the Thoulon-Fleet fhould join 
the Breft-Flcety I might certainly depend that we

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PuringthefeTranfa&ions Captain Porter complain'd 
that fomething he was fending to Lancafhire had mif- 
carried ; he defired me to let by two Boxes, which I 
look'd not into, but fuppofed them to be Arms, and 
I did fet them by for him. I had not bought any 
Arms, but had befpoke fome of one Pcjy y a Gun- 
fmith, who faid I ftiould have them ready at ?

JamesH-ftreet, and after fome Difcourfe about the 
Commiflion he faid he expe&ed, we appointed ano-« 
ther Meeting at that Place, and adjourn'd from thence 
to my Houfe in Brownl&w-Jlreety where were prefent 
Mr. Chernocki Mr. Porter, Mr. Whv, Major Ma- 
thews, and Mr. Donelagh ; the Subjeft of the Dif- 
courfe was about the furprizing and feizipg the King 
as he came from Richmond ; and after feveral Ways 
proposed for that Pui'pofe, I particularly ask'd, Sup* 
pofe that the King were in our Power, what then ? 
For we ought to have Regard to fome End or other 
in fuph an Undertaking, for I was not filling to offer 
my thing to his Perfon.

I muft confefe I did fee very little Proba- 
bility in what he faid ; neither did I believe that he 
would receive any fuch Commiffion as he faid he ex- 
pected ; (for about two Years fince, I remember I 
faw Sir George Barclay with Colonel Fountain*, and 
Mr. Porter 1 Sir George was then going over to 
France, and it was the only time that ever I faw him • 
and then Captain Porter and I did defire, that if King 
James defired any fuch thing as feizing of King Wil- 
liam, he would fend over a Commiffion and a Pardon 
withal, in Cafe of an Accident : Which Meffage Sir 
George carried over^ and King James refus'd to fend 
it.) However we had another Meeting after that, at 
my Houfe, by which time he faid he would lhew us 
the Commiffion, and facilitate the Defign : It was at 
a Houfe behind the Temple, where the aforefaid Com- 
pany met, and Mr. Wow brought with him one Mr. 
Hayes, who, he faid, could furnifh us with a Ship 
which fhould be ready to tranfport us after we had 
feii'd the King ; but upon Difcourfe with Mr. Hayes, 
we found that the Demands were fo exorbitant, and 
not in poffibility to be comply'd withal, and befides 
no Order or Commiffion being produced, we did 
defift then ; for Captain Porter, Major Mathews, 
and I, did declare, we would not meddle without 
fight of the Commiffion. 
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After this, Captain Porter and I talked <rf hirigg 
a VefTcl, and thought of fending La Rue and Cher- 
wv^about it > we met at the Fountain by the Tempi**- 
Gate* and Sir William Perkins was there ; and during 
the Time of our being there, one calFd Sir William 
out, and Sir William call'd out Porter* who came in 
and faid, There was a Gentleman who could help us 
in this Affair >• who he was I know not, I believe 
'Captain Porter may, for I faw him not. But all this 
jprov'd ineffe&ual, for the King went away fuddenly, 
and no Commiffion ever came ; and by Letters from * 
Fountain from Frame* I underftood King James 
was angry that they had us*d his Name to what he 
had not promis'd; and Porter and I wrote over, by 
his Order, the Truth of the whole Matter. 

Some time after this, Captain Porter* the E — of 

A , and Sir John Friend, Sir William Perki*H 

and Sir John Femvicl^ and others, met about fending 
over fome Propolals to King Jamet* to expedite an 
invafion ; and likewife Captain Porter (aid, it was 
proper I fliould be there, for he had engaged for me : 
I told him, I would come; and at the King' s-Head in 
Uadenhdl-ftreet* I found the Perfons above nam'cL 

together with my Lord M- , and one Mr. Cookj 

theEffe&of their Confultatioh was the fending Mr. 
Chernockjwith a MefTage to this Purpofe, That if the 
King of France could fpare fuch a Number of Foot, 
s and fo many Dragoons, amounting to about i z or 
i 5000, or thereabouts in all ; that then upon Notice 
given* that every particular Man there was to furniflht 

fuch 
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fuch a Number of Horfe, fbme more, fome, k(s, 
and be ready to fuccour the Forces from France when 
landed > Mr. Chcrmck^ went and returned with a Re* 
fufal, that Forces could not be (pared. Sir John 
Tritnd and my Lord ^-~-^were of Opinion, that if 
King James would venture hither only with feme 
(mall Retinue, he had Friends enough to appear for 
him without any Foreign Forces ; but that was held in 
Doubt* 

I ufed afterwards to fee my Lord A— I always 
ask'd what News he heard ; he (aid when he received 
any Orders I fhould know, for he having been in 
France (as he did not deny) I fuppos'd him not to 
be ignorant of what was intended. 

And to the better facilitating an Invafion, Sir J*hn 
fenwfck,. ufed to fend over a Lift of the Forces, and 
how they were quarter'd, whal were in Garrifoq, 
and what otherways difpos'd of: He having made a 
Miftake in the Account* Colonel Party did by Let- 
ter defire me to try if I could procure fuch an Ac- 
count, which I accordingly did of one Gisbon a Clerk 
in the Office, and fent it over frequently. 

As to the Efcape of Parker out of the Tower, Sir 
Jehn Femvickjahsxi I ask'd him how he got away, 
and how much Money was given, he (aid two hun-» 
dred Pounds promis'd, and three Hundred gi- 
ven ; for when a Perfon came in, and told Parker 
he had brought him Liberty, and was to have 
200/. he replied you (hall have 500/. and it was 
rnatfe good to him afterwards. 
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Much about the fame' Time, I ufed now and then 
with Captain Porter to be with Sir John Fenwickj 
and it was agreed, that if Colonel Parker fhould 
npt bring us timely Orders, that what Forces we 
could bring, viz,. Porter and I , we were to take Or- 
ders from Sir John Femvickj this we offered him, 
and he kindly accepted ; and he then faid, that he be- 
licv'd that moft of my Lord Oxford's Regiment 
would go to King James : When I told Mr.- Par** 
dife had promifed to bring feven or eight to me, 
and that Mr, Ajnfworth was to bring me twenty* 
and Parker had faid, if I made thirty it was fuffici- 
ent fotf me* As to keeping of Horfes Sir John (aid 
it was dangerous, and they would be certainly feiz'd, 
but the beft Way was to have a Lift of what Hor- 
fes were in and about London Stables, and feize 
them upon Occafion. 

Captain Porter and I accordingly fent to view the 
Stables ; I fent Mr. Keylwaj* and Captain Porter 
fent Cranburn> and they took an Account.

Copy, T Have been converfant with Sir Will'uwd 
A Perkins thefe three Years, and have of- 
teft been told by him, that King James would 
land in England^ and that there was a Party ready 
to appear for him as foon as he did fo, but never 
received fo riiuch AfTurarice of it, as I have fince 
Chrifimas laft ,• for af, or firice that Time, he told 
me he had it from the King's own Hand, that he 
would come, and therefore made Preparations to 
meet him, for great Things were expe&ed of him 
by King James ; he alfo told me he had bought 
thirty Saddles, and other Furniture; and that his 
own Troop, # as he calPd it, was compofed of all 
old Soldiers, and that he had feveral Gentlemen 
that were good Horfe-Officers which ride Volun- 
teers with him. 

About the Beginning of January I was at his 
Houfe, and he came from London with one Cap- 
tain Scudamore> and told me, he muft be in War- 
ivick-fhire the next Day, and the Day following at 
Leicefler, to meet fome of the King's Friends t S<ste&

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bf thetn were to ride almoft as many Miles as he 
did. I met him at his Return* when he told me* 
he had met the Gentlemen, and all Things went 
well and that the Weft was as well inclined to King 
James's Intereft as the North* I told himy I knew 
moft of the #£/?-Country Gentry, and asked him 
how they would meet, and if I could be fervice- 
able in that, I would beg Leave of the CommifS- 
oners to fee my Friends, and then.to talk with them* 
or carry any Meflage to them ; but he told me the 
Correfpondence was fettled, and the Place appointed* 
and that they were Men of Eftates, and one of them 
a Lord's Brother. 

About the nth of February kft> I received * 
Letter from Sir William Perkins, to come the neit 
Day to London, which I did, . and met him in Nor* 
folkzftreety defiring his Commands, for I muft home 
that Night ; He deferred telling me till he came back 
from meeting Sir John in the City ; when he did 
come, he told me, there was fomething he had de* 
figned I fhould have done, but on fecond Thoughts, 
I was not a fit Perfon, by reafon of my Family* 
but defired to call upon his Lady, and order three 
of his ftrongeft Horfes to be fent him the next Day 5 
by James, his Groom. At my taking Leave* he 
defired me to come up again the next Friday Night, 
if he did not fend me a Line to the contrary. I 
received none, and did go to the lame Place, Sir 
William not being within, there was Mr. Lea and 
Mr. Chambers to receive me : When he came in, He 

call'd 
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call'd me into his Chamber, and ask'd me, if I had[ 
left my Family in a good Condition ; I told him I 
could not get in my Money, and they had but lit- 
tle; then he told me (in Paflion) I might have 
ftaid at.

That Perfon has been dead a- 
bout two Years, and Berkenhead has fince em- 
ployed his Nephew for carrying Letters, Perforts, 
and Goods. t'L 

The Letters that were brdught to this Informant, 
he buried till a Boat came from France to fetch 
them ; and he did the fame with the Letters that 
Were brought over. This Informant faith, That 
the Letters came oftner from London, and in 
greater Pacquets than thofe that came from France : 
The Letters that went for France were at firft made 
up like little Pacquets of Lace ; the outfide Co- 
vers were genierally direded to Pigam, and the Pre- 
fident at Calais ; and the Letters for England were 
under Cover, to Berkenhead, and one JackJbntVfho 
Berkenhead told this Informant, was a Prieft.

Some little time after that, he came to this Infor- 
mant with Thomas Gibbs ; and then Berkenhead pro- 
posed to this Informant to be concerned in fending 
Letters and Qoods to France, and in receiving them 
from thence ; which this Informant confented to, 
and hath carried on that Bufinefs ever fince, by- 
Order of the faid Berkenhead. This Informant hath 
received Letters from France, that were direfted to 
Berkenhead, under the Names of Weft, Eaft, South, 
Fijk, and fome other Names ; and the Letters were 
either delivered to him, or fent to him by his Orr 
der, till February laft. 

This Informant hath likewife received Letters 
from the faid Berkenhead, or by his Order, which

Berkenhead conduced Colonel FeiUing when he 
went to France, and either brought pr fent Mojjy 
and Bradjhaw. 

Berkenhead brought Mrs. Elliot, and the old Lady 
that was with her was brought by his Order. 

Berkenhead brought Mrs. Parker, and Mrs. Mary 
that went for France ; he likewife brought or fent Mr- 
Nofeworthj, who went lately over. 

Berkenhead brought the tall young Gentleman 
from London, in February laft, when they met Co- 
lonel Parker at Tucker's, and went away together 
for France ; and feveral others have been brought 
down to go for France ; and others coming over 
from France, having been carried up to London by 
Berkenhead, or his Order, whofe Names the Infor- 
mant doth not know, or not remember. 

This Informant faith further, That Berkenhead 
went for France immediately after the Queen's Dsath, 
and carried over the News of it,* he was abfent 
about a Month, and this Informant faw him at his 
Return ; he went and came in GiWs Boat. He told 
this Informant, that he had been at St. Germains, 
that he had feen the King, the Queen, and the Prince ; 
and that he had been ill upon the Road*

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This Informant faith further, That Berkenhead 
went for France about December laft, and ,this In- 
formant faw him when he came back again. To 
the beft of this Informant's Remembrance, fome 
Perfons came over with Berkenhead, and he believes 
Sir George Barclay and Major Holms were the Per* 
fons that came with him. 

This Informant faith further, That Berkenhead 
went another time into France, befides what has 
been already mentioned, but he don't remember 
when it was. 

This Informant faith further, That a little after 
the Difcovery of the Plot, Berkenhead went to 
Deal, to take an account of the Ships that were 
there, which he fent for France, there being 
a Boat then come over ,* and he likewise fent at the 
fame time a Printed Lift of the Names that were 
afterwards in the Proclamation, which Lift he 
had from this Informant, who received it from 
London.

Yarborough , Son of Sir Thomas Yarborough ; the o- 
ther was a Parfon, but he don't remember to have 
heard his Name. One Captain Scudamore went with 
his Mafter to Leicefler. 

This Deponent faith, that Captain Yarborough 9 s 

Boy told him, that the Parfon and his Mafter were 
come from as far asftr£: The nextDay being Saturday y 
hi* Mafter, Captain Scudamore, and Captain Yar- 
boroughy and the Parfon, were above Stairs toge- 
ther, and feveral Perfons came in and out to them, hut 
he does not know who they were. 
' Sir William came from Leicefier on Sunday Morn- 
ing with Captain Scudamore; and the other Two 
went away about the fame time, and his Mafter was 
«t Home again at Bufhy on Monday Night. 

That 
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' That on St. Valentine' % Day kft, the 14th of 
February j this Deponent came from Bufiy to London 
by his Matter's Orders, and brought Three Horfesj 
which he fet up at the George Inn in Holboum ; his 
Mafter had been in London fome Time before. 

As foon as this Deponent hadfet up his Horfes, 
he went to his Matter's Lodgings at Mrs. Carrant 9 * 
in Norfolk^Street ,* he once talk'd of going out of 
Town that Day, but afterwards he told him he 
would not go till next Morning, and that he fhould 
get the Horfes ready. 

_ This Deponent came to his Matter about Seven oil 
Saturday Morning, and he bid him faddle the Horfes* 
for he intended to go Home that Day. This De- 
ponent came to his Mafter again about Eleven the fame 
.Morning, and he gave him Leave to go fee a Friend* 
and bid him be back at Four a Clock, lor that he 
would go Home ; but he did not go till Monday, 
and then Mr. Holms went with him. His Mafter 
came up again from Bujhy the Friday following, the 
21ft of February, and came up then with fbm; 
Horfes; .Abraham, another of Sir William's Ser- 
vants, riding up one : When they catotf to the George 
Inn, his Mafter bid him get his owhPad, and ano- 
ther Horfe which was as eafy as that, : ?epdy by the 
next Morning Five a Clock, for two Gentlemen 
would then come to ride out : And the<H$rfes wert 
accordingly provided, one being his Mafter's Pad, 
and the other he hired of the Oftkr. His Mafter 
fent this Deponent a Note that Night to direct hissv 
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to go very early next Morning to Kenfington, and 
and enquire for Mr. Brown, belonging to the King's 
Confedfcionary or Kitchen, as well as he can remem- 
ber, who lodg'd within a Door or two of the Way 
that turns up to the King's Houfe ; and he was td 
tell the faid Brown, that he was Sir William Perkms's 
Servant, and came from the Gentleman that lodged at 
the Confe&ioner's over againft Gra^-Inn, 

This Deponent was accordingly at Kenfington a- 
bout Eight in the Morning, and fpoke with the laid 
Brown, who bid him put his Horfe up at the Red-Liom 
and he would come to him ; and the faid Brown follow- 
ed him immediately to the Inn, and bid him tell theGen- 
tleman, he had nothing to fend : But he took this De- 
ponent's Almanack^ and writ down in it, that he would 
be in Town himfelf within two Hours. This Brown 
was a thin Man, between thirty and forty Years old* 

This Deponent went immediately fronl Kenfington 
to the Confectioner's, and fpoke with the Gentleman 
who lodg J d there, he thinks his' Name was Rogers ; 
he fpoke broad Scotch, was an elderly Man, with a 
reddilh Face, big Nofe, and wide Mouth -: This De- 
ponent (hew'd the Gentleman what was writ in his 
Almanack, and he tore it out. From thence this 
Deponent went to his Matter at his Lodgings in Nor- 
folkzStreet: He told his Matter what Meflage he had 
brought from Kenfington, and that he had carried it to 
the Confeftioner's. His Matter ask'd what the Gen- 
tleman faid ; and this Deponent told him, he prefented 
his Service to him, and if he 'wanted him, he would be 
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at Home. Upon which his Matter jaid, it was very 
well, and bid him go to the Inn, and ftay there fiB he 
fent for him. 

: When this Deponent came hack to the Inn, he 
found that the two Gentlemen who were to ride out 
the Horfes, were come to the Inn, who according- 
ly rid ou^ and return'd again in t wo or three Hours 
Time. 

This Depq&ent fay s r his Matter fent for him about 
thfee or four a-Clock in the Aftemooh, and fent 
him back to &*{hy with his Fellow-Servant and three 
of the Horfes : But his Matter's fod was to be 
left in Town ; and he gave <r& D&jB&ions w&en 
this Deponent fltouldcome tohifttagfikw and he has 
aot fea& h» Mafter fince. 

This Deporiertt feys, that to each ^f the Horfes they 
brought up, there was a Cafe of Piftofe. 

There were three^her Horfes at the George Ttm f 
which Sir William Perkins told this Deponent were 
belonging to fome Friends of his, and bid him when 
he was there take Care they had their Meat. 

When Sir William Perkins came to Town at St. Va>* 
lentine-Tide, he gave this Deponent from his Lodgings 
two Saddles to carry up to the Inn for two of thofe 
Horfes, which he bid this Deponent take Care of. 

This Deponent fays, that Sir William Perkins came 
to the George-Inn on Saturday the, laid of February 
about twelve a-Clock, and Mr, Lewis came with 
him. Sir William Perkins ask'd this Deponent whe- 
ther .he had any more than a Couple of Saddk^ -sssk

he faying he hacl not :Then Sir William told Mr. Lewi 
is, he had had but twenty-two Saddles ; upon which 
Mr. Lewis anfwered, there mull be a Miftake thenj 
and he would fee how it was, and go to the Places

On Monday the 24th of February this Deponent 
received a Letter from his M after, dire&ing him to 
carry a Letter to Richard Evans his Coachman in 
Warwickjhire, by which he was order'd to difpofe of 
the Goods he knew of, to lett the Grounds, and fell 
the two Mares; This Deponent delivered the &d Let- 
ter to Richard, who thereupon fetch'd the Boxes 
from Mn Haywards , which this Deponent and the. 
laid Richard carried thither about Michaelmas laft ; 
and when the faid Boxes were brought from Mr* 
ffayward's, this Deponent and the faid Richard buri- 
ed them in Sir William Perkins's Orchard. This De- 
ponent has heard fince, that thofe Boxes were filled 
with Arms, but he did not know it before, for his 
Mafter had bid Richard take Care of them, as Ri- 
chard's Goods.

Copy, np H E Informant is Poftilion to my Lord 
X Feverfbam: That about feven or eight 
Days before the Difcovery of the Plot, Mr. Lewis 
hir'd two Horfes of Mafcall, the Informant being pre- 
fent, and Lewis gave Mafcall half a Guinea in 
Earned. 

Mr. Lewis faw another. Horfe in the Farriers 
Stable in the fame Yard, but did not hire him. 

The Informant faith, That the fame Day Mr. 
Lewis hired the two Horfes of MafcalU he fent the 
Informant about eleven a-Clock to tell him he fhould 
not ufe them. 

The Informant faith, That about eight or nine 
Days before the Plot was difcovered, fix Horfes were 
brought to my Lady Arlington f s Stables, and deliver'd 
to the Informant, for the Ufe of Mr. Lewis, who 
came himfelf the next Morning to the Stables, and 
bid the Informant take Care of them, and that he fhould 
have fomething for his Pains. That the fame Eve- 
ning thefe Horfes firft came in> the Informant and the 
Helper went with two of the faid Horfes to my 
Lord Fever {ham's Stable at St. James 's, where he left 
them, and brought another back again ; which he 
did by the Order of Mr. Lewis, as itwasddws!4. 
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to him by one of the Men that came in with the f aid 
Horfes. The fame Man brought in a feventh Horfe, 
and afterwards carried away three, fo there remained 
only three in my Lady Arlington's Stables. Mr. Fof- 
fit an Officer came to fee them, and own'd them to 
be his; but before this, there came two Gentlemen 
to the Stables to fee the Horfes : They had a little 
black Man with them, who afterwards came and rid 
out two of the Horfes for feveral Hours, and brought 
them again ; he had the Horfes out by Mr. Lewis 1 % 
Order* 

My Lord Feverjbam keeps two Grooms and four 
or five Saddle-Horfes, and Mr. Lewis r as many ; 
he has known eight or nine Saddle-Horfes in the 
Stable at a Time, fome being my Lord Fever jham\ 
Horfes, and the reft for the Account of Mr* 
Lewis. 

The Examinant faith* that the three Horfes in my 
Lady Arlington's Stable were, after the Plot broke 
out, feiz'd and carried away by the King's Officers*

Copy, -In H I S Informant faith, that he liv'd at the 
X Time of the Difcovery of the late hor- 
rid Confpiracy in Somerfet-Houfe'-Tard, kept a Vio 
iti^iig-Houfe, and likewife letts Horfes, and is fincq 
feftWcf fo the Strand. 

That about nine or ten Days before the faid Dif- 
ioveryj one Jonas, Coachman to my Lord Fever- 
Jham> came to the Examinant and told him my 
Ictfd Peverjham's Gentleman Mr. Lewis, would hire 
two or three Horfes of him, if he had any ; the 
Exartrinaht faid he had ; and the next Morning, Mr, 
JLrtPli darfie to the Examinant and hired twq Horfes 
of Him * eight Shillings a-Day for the two, during 
the Time they were out, which as near as the Exa- 
mioaritf can remember, was on Saturday Morning. 
Jttf . Lewis ask'd the Examinant, what Furniture he 
had for the faid Horfes ; and riot liking it, and faying 
particularly he muft have Curb-Bridles, undertook 
to provide Furniture himfelf ; and accordingly the 
Eiamiriarit faw two or three Saddles with Holfters 
afld Bridles, brought by a young Lad into my 
Ldlrd Ffvefjham's Stables. Lewis when he went a- 
way, left half a Guinea in Earneft with the Exami- 
mnti arid faid He would prefently fend for the Hor-. 
fespbut about two Hours after > fa&^N<^^^ 
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he Ihould have no Occafion for them ; but this Exa- 
minant (aid, he would be paid for the Day ; and Lew- 
Is fent him fix Shillings in Silver, the half Guinea be- 
ing return'd to him. The Examinant ask'd Lewis 
when he hired the Horfes, whither they were to go? 
Lewis anfwer'd, they were for Gentlemen to ride out. 
This Examinant ask'd him how long his Horfes 
would be out ; Lewis ^nfwered, he could not tell, it 
might be one Day, two, or three. 

The Horfes Lewis hir'd were about fourteen Hands 
high. The Examinant had a third Horfe, but Lewis 
did not like him , being too little. 

The Examinant heard that Mr. Lewis fpake to 
John Chip, my Lord Feverjham's Farrier, to hire more 
Horfes ,* and he faw Lewis look upon another Horfe 
that flood in Chip's Stable. 

The Examinant faith, that a Day or two before, he 
faw fix Horfes in my Lord Feverfiam's Stable, which 
he heard were newly bought in SmithfieU ; and my 
Lord Fever/ham's Coachman told the Examinant thefe 
Horfes were to go out with his Horfes, but knew not 
whither : They imagin'd they might be for fomC 
Mufter. 

The Examinant faith, About & Week after, Lewis, 
or fome Body from him, came to his Daughter, and 
would have hired the two Horfes agaift ; but when the 
Examinant came Home, he would not let him have 

them, having baffled him the Time before. Th$ 
Examinant heard no more of him.

' ■ • ■ X Time of the Siege of Mons, by Sirtfohn 
Cockram y to acquaint King James he could do him 
foftie Service by his Intereft among the Presbyterians. 
Tfeat he had Acquaintance with two leading Men in 
the South of Scotland, in each of the fifteen Counties 
3&d Bailywicks, and could bring two leading Minifter s 
and two Country-Gentlemen in each, who would be 
a&ive, at leaftpaffive; that he wanted Money to go 
ihroiigh the Work, He told him he had received' 
1.5 of i8oq /. *& London, and that he had diftributedit 
faithfully for the King's Service: He thinks he^faid 
the Mohey was fent for Buchan or Canon, who were 
then in- the Highlands ; but he had been peHwaded to 
give 500 /. to Sir James Montgomery or his Brother i 
He defir'd now 5 000 /• for the King's Service* 
» fFtrgufin told him two Years ago, that he help'd 
Sir John Cockram to the above-mention'd 1 500 /. or 
1800./. 

When he came into France upon this Meflage, he 
applied himfelf to Sir Edward Hales, and he deli- 
ver'd his Meflage to King James, who bid hin} 
thank' Sit John Cockram for his Fidelity, but the 
Money could not be had : And King James gave

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him 20 Lew's Jt Ors for his Journey. Sir John 
Qockram told him, if he had Bills for the Money* he 
(hould put them into a Tooth-Pick-Cafe, and thruft 
them up his Fundament, in Qrie pf his being in 
Danger to he taken. 

Sir John Friend brought him acquainted witfr 
Fergufon, who was very great M^th hijn. 

He heard Fergufon 6y, He thank'd God he had 
Grace and Time to repent of the Villanies he had 
committed againft King CharUs and King James : 
When the King heard it, the Water flood in his Eyes 
for Joy f This was at Symond's Tavern. 

Vematti gave him a couple of Fergufon s Books, 
but he burnt them. 

He heard Fergufm fay ? that he w^ engag'd with 
Sir John Friend, and was to go along with him; and 
Sir John told him he woujkj bring ip 3 great many 
Men. 

He has been in Company with Sir John friend* 
Fergufon, Sir William Perk&s, Captain RidUp who

t E$pe&e<4 more Accommodation to write, 
C 9Py* X or elfftl had begun (boner this Day ; for 
Yeftaxfay I was detam'd f till ten a-Clock at Night in 
a Crowd, before I could «get to my Lodgings, in a 
cold Hole, without Fire, Table^or fo niuch as a Chair. 
I will begin where I left off at my laft Examination, 
and I have little more to fpeak of, but f he Arguments 
us'd by Sir John Coclqranh to induce King James to 
give him Money to go through wkh the Work : 
That if he did not give the Presbyterian Party in 
Scotland full Liberty of Conference, he would wade 
through a Sea of Blood to get thither ; and defired 
King James to remember, that it was that Party that 
caft the Balbnee in the Civil Wars, when King 
Cha4$s die Fbft^Ferees had even quite beat the Par- 
liament* s Awnies put of the Field, and had drove moft 
of them into their Gamfons. King James told me, 
That he was always for Liberty of Confcience, and 
defied me to acquaint Sir John, that he would let him 
have the fame on the Word of a King. This. I 
thought fit to acquaint the Council with, that fuch a 
Leading Man as Sir -Jib*, who owes the late King 
J<t$*et his Life and Eftate, might be narrowly look'd 
afte* upon any Apprehenfions of Danger in that Coun- 
try; THew and then began my .Misfortunes ; for * 
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Jcnow of one# I was ftruck with Honour aind 
Amazement to think of theExtravagahcy of theThing, 
if there had been nothing elfe ,* and finding Lomc^ to 
be of the fame Sentiments I was, I freely and briskly- 
told the Company, That if I had known the Defigi* 
they had, I would not have taet them : That tho' it 
was but feizing the King's Perfon* it was equaMy 
Criminal as an Aflaffination, for his Perfon behoved 
to be in great Danger as welj as his Liberty ; and that 
I would never aft any thing of that Nature, but drf- 
fwade all Mankind from all fuch defperate criminal 
Attempts... Well then, fays be, let there be no mora 
of it, I have done, and in a little time after went 
away : Whether it was this Mr. Pendergrtfs, or ano- 
ther, I cannot tell ; but if it was he, he is a pretty taflf 
black Man, if I am not miftaken, and formerly be- 
long'd to the Temple. I was uneafy and came awajr 
with Loivkk^ , where we walk'd by Middle-Row ity 
HolboHrn, for a confiderable time, in the broad Street, 
it being fair Mo6n-light : I beg>d of him for GbcPs 
fake, that he would never attempt any fach Things 
which would undoubtedly be his Ruin, and that I 
might never hear any more of any thing of that Na- 
ture; for it was Mifprifion of Tuesfon even to hear 
and not reveal it, which I would not do, as I told 
him, becaufe I did not doubt bus that we had already 
crufh'd it to Death, being bae sto Embryo : He told 
me, He was clearly of my Opinion, and would take 
my Advice. But what InfernatFury has infpir'd him 
fince, I cannot tell j for Mr. Bertram told me, when I

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ask'd him whether Lerwick^ was concerted or not, That 
he was very forward. This, I hope, will excufe me* 
though a Criminal, in not revealing it,becaufe I nipp'd 
k in the Bud ; for if I had not, the Villany at that 
time might have been attempted, if not perpetrated. 

I never heard any more of that horridConcern till laft 
Year,Mr.2termw» came to give me a Vifit at my Lodg- 
ings \ and after we had fet there a while, when he was 
going away, I told him, I would go out and walk with 
him a little; andfo we went and walk'da while in the 
Cbartcr-hoHje-jard ; and after we had walk'd a while, we 
fat down,and amongft fome otherDifcourfe,he told me* 
That Mx.ChernockJhzd. engaged him with others to AC- 
fiffinate the King, and that the Thing was to.have been 
done laft Spring on the Road, as he went to Flanders ; 
and that it had been certainly attempted had they not 
receiv'd contrary Orders from St. Germa'ms, the very 
£>ay before the King was to go. I told him, That 
I thank'd God that it had mifcarried, and he more e- 
fpecially had Reafon fo to do, in Regard he was 
more nearly concern'd, and that it had prevented a 
great deal of Innocent Blood to be died on both Sides • 
and beg'd of him for Chuift his fake, never to think 
of any Thing of thatNature for the future^and that the 
Blefling of God could not go along with fiich Un- 
dertakings, or Words to that Effed. This he knows 
to be a Truth* and this I believe he neither can, op 
will deny.

done at prefent, and to beg Time and fome better Ac- 
commodation for the reft ; for I have a great deal 
more to fay, which I bring down to this prefent 
Confpiracy, as far as I know, and no further. This,

Codv T ^ e ^ t °^ ** I remem ^ er > near t0 where I 
A fpoke of Colonel Slaughter, that he was 

to command the Non-Swearing Clergy, becaufe he 

was a Minifter's Son himfelf ; I fhall now come to my 

own Troop, that Fool's Paradife of mine, and tell 

you, that I omitted one Wrae, who keeps a Tobacco 

and Brandy-Shop in Moorfelds^ *»&/*m \^\*.tkni 
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Quarter-Mafter, who proriiis'd to bring me in a 
confiderable Number, whereof a great many could 
mount themfelves ; for I did not truft my felf to 
every individual Pefibn, but to thofe who I found to 
be Men df the greateft Acquaintance and Influence 
amongft the Jacks : But all this was ori King Jamef* 
Landing ; arid I write this more upon the Account td 
let the King and Government know his Friends from 
his a&ive Enemies, than for any other Reafon, I be- 
ing but one Witnefs againft them. As to Captaiii 
Fifber's Troop, I leave that to his own Relation, for 
he was to have been our Eldeft Captain ; and if his: 
Memory fail him, I will endeavour to refrefli it, if 
requir'd; only by the by, 1 have made both him and 
Bertram fo fick of the Villany^ that they were at that 
time ready to vomit it up, if they have not a&ually 
done it, for I hear they are both in Cuftody* This I 
fpeak without Reflexion, for I have very great Hopes 
that both thofe Men wilh me well ; but if they have 
fpoke more than the Truth of me, God forgive them, 
for I heartily do. I muft go back a little to nay own 
Troop. There is one Kelly at the Red-Lion in 
Smithfieldy promised me thirty-five Irijb Men, all ready 
mounted, upbn a Defcent ; and there was one Cap* 
tain Kelly to have commanded them. ■' There was 
one Captain Htfktns and one Stringer pfoftiis'd to bring 
in a Troop : 1 was promis'd likewife by one 
Ricfoneto bring in aHormoft of the Jacobhfc Bailiffs 
and their Followers about Town : I was promis'd 
likewife by one Jeninei at the - Three Crickets 
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in Crooked-lane, twenty Men ready mounted, and he 
was to be a Lieutenant, having been a Life-Guard- 
Man formerly, with feveral others, whom Time will 
not permit me to mention at prefent, and which I 
ftiaU do with all Candour and Truth, if commjuided 
by the moft Honourable Board. 

Mr. Holly alias Cole, told me, That one Mr. Lieu- 
tenant Linn was to be his Lieutenant ; one Robin Ainf* 
'worth in Southward his Comet, and Gillibrand his 
Quarter-Mafter : But this puts me in mind of fome- 
thing of Confequence; as Mr. Fifber and I were 
difcourfing of going to France, for he prefs'd me ve- 
ry much laft Summer fo to do, and that he could do 
King James confiderable Service by going thither, in 
which he know;s I was very cool for I had been 
there too much ctfready. I enquir'd of this Gentle- 
man, Mr. Hall, which was the beft, fafeft, and 
r^adieft Way of going thither; and he told me, 
that after King J onus's own Boat was difcover'd, or 
like to be difcover'd, if I remember aright, there was 
a French Boat weftit and came frequently from Calais 
to Deal, in the dead Time of the dark NightSjWith as 
much Safety as to go from London to Grave fend. , 

There is one Mr. Pits a Non-Swearing Parfon, 
who fince this Revolution us'd fometimes to Jive qt 
Norwich, and fometimes at London, with whom I 
contrafted an intimate Acquaintance ever fince ; foop 
after the Bufinefs of La Hogue, he told me, That the 
City of Norwich w$s very Loyal to King James, as 
heterm'dit: He is now gone to Lo.ng-Mclford> and 
pra&ce$Phyfick there, by the Naia&*t ^V^*?**- 
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fon ; whilft in Town here,amongft other Difcourfe he 
told me, That if he had his Charges born and Cre- 
dentials from fome Perfons of Quality here, who 
\yere King James's Friends, he could do him consi- 
derable Service; and did give me the Lift of 'frfcral 
confiderable Gentlemen, as well in the County 6f 
Suffolk^ as Norfolk^, w ho would, as he faid, prove 
very zealous for King James's Service, either in their 
Perfons or Purfes, or both; and they are thefe, 



a great Knot of Jacobite Gentry near to Lin, * * 
******* a Knot in or near Long- 
Melfordy a Knot of Jacobite Gentry near Bury. I 
ihould have forgot almoft all their Names, if I had not 
luckily taken their Names in an old Almanack I had 
about me, and which I have kept ftill. A while after, 
this Wrae went into thofe Parts with one Mr. Sincho y a 
Hofiernear to Adgate, about Bufinefsof Trade, and 
I defir'd them to make particular Enquiry of the 
Truth of Mr. Pit's Relation, as near as their own 
Safenefs would permit them. They met accidentally 
with one Dr. 'Buckj&t Ipfwich, if I am not miftakert, 
who went with them to Norwich, where he made 
them acquainted with feveral of the Jacobites, parti- 
cularly With my Lord of Tarmonth's Chaplain ; who 
not only affirm'd the Truth of Mr. Pit's Relation, 
but nam'd forty Gentlemen more, as they told me, not 
only in Nbrfolkjind SHfoll^hat likewife in Lincobtjhiri 
and the Ifle of Ely ; andTMr. Wrae told me upon hiS 
_JRetwfl> that he found a great many Jacobites- where* 
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ever he travelled, and was inform'd by fome of them* 
riot only of the meaner but better fort of Gentry* 
Upon which I went to Mr. Harrifon y and told him 
the whole Bufinefs; and that if he thought fit, I 
would undertake the Bufinefs, having Credentials for 
Mr. Pit and my felf. I propos'd the late Bifhop of 
Norwich* and he told me he would difcourfe him 
about him. The next Time I faw him, he told me he 
had been with the Bifliop, and with my Lord M- — > 
but that the late Biihop told him, That the E — of 
?*——--, was thefitteft Man to treat with in that Af- 
fair. Mr. Harrifon told me, there would be no great 
Matter done in thatBufineis, inRegard that he thought 
there were Men of Quality" in moft Counties to do 
for King James's Intereft; and that to his certain 
Knowledge as to Suffolk^ there was one there already, 
who was a Soldier and had a Commiflion from King 
James to raife a Regiment of Horfe, as Occafion 
fliould ferve : So I laid afide all Thoughts of the Bu- 
finefs more, 'till the laft Time he fent for me, and 
which was the laft Time I faw him, and then he told 

me, he had fliewn the Lift to my Lord 7*- , that 

my Lord T- — knew all thofe honeft Gentlemen 
very well and would be glad to fee me fometinje 
about Biget-j4lly in the Evening, and nam'd a Houfe, 
but I proteft before God I forgot : I told him; being 
glad to be gone, that I could not meet him at that 
Place To-morrow, being to bring Captain Ffjfher ^tha 
next Day, which was on a Friday the Week pre- 
ceeding the. Proclamation, to Sir John Friend at 
his Brew-hdufe in the MxmtUi \ fc> ^cax \. «*fck 

O * 
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not conveniently wait on my Lbrd 'till the Monday 
following, and that Day I faw my Name in the Paper 
that came out. We mifs'd of Sir John Friend on 
the Friday* as Mr. Fijher well knows, whether he 
would have reveal'd any thing to us, I cannot tell. 

As for that Mr. PicqHet, I have feen him here at 
London about half a Year after the Revolution, iiv 
Company of Mr. Nofeworthj and Sir Eneas. Mc. 
Fearfin, I faw him accidentally in the Coach I was - 
to go in from Paris to St. Germain. He asked me r 
If I would enquire for any Perfon ? To be ftiorr, 
he provided a Lodging for me, and brought me to 
the Sight of Sir Edward If ales : He provided Lodg- 
ings for me at Paris after I left St. Germains ; and if 
I be not miftaken, he told me it was by the King's 
Orders ; for he told me who fent me, and what 
my Bufinefs was ; he has been three times there and 
back again fince. He is a Man of very good Senfe* 
Language and Learning, and I believe he knows as 
much of King James's Affairs, as any Man of his 
Quality and Age in England ; for he knows and 
is intimate with moft of King James r s Friends heft of 
any Confideration, from the Higheft to the Loweft ; 
only Sir John Friend has hated him of late, and for 
this Reafon ; At the Time of Colonel Parker's 
Efcape out of the Tower, Mr. Harrifbn came to- 
Sir John* and importuned him to lend him i oo /. 
to facilitate Parker's Efcape, for otherwife he told 
him it could not be effeded, and promifed Turn 
upon his Honour, to fee him repaid, but that qua- 
Priett, he could not give Bond \ Vwx. "NYx. fctapct 
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being to go over about that Time, told him, that 
he would fee him paid, and that when he returned, 
Sir John's Money Ihould be returned to hinu 
The Money he received at St. Germains, bar never 
paid Sir John at his Return ,* which if my Memo- 
ry fill me not, was about laft Chrifimas was a Year, 
except what I got of it. For I expending Money 
on his Account, was very needy, and begg'd Sir 
John to help me to fome, who abfolutely refufed 
me, unlefs I could get 20/. from Mr. Picqttety and 
he would allow it ; which I got with a great deal 
of Difficulty, and afterwards 20 /. more, both which 
I had paid at feven or eight Payments, by the Means 
.of Mr. Harrifin and my Importunity, occafioned by 
my Wants. 

Deary Sir, 1 am almoft fpent with Grief, Cold, and 
Want, for tho* I had Money, yet I can get nothing to 
•me ,* I have contrafted a great Cold, with a Pain in 
my Head and Eyes, fo that I write in a great deal of 
Mifery, when I am forced to keep down my Head 
to my hroken Stool ,* it now begins to grow dark* 
efpecially in my Apartment, and near the Time I 
promifed to finifti my Confeffion ; if poflibk, I 
ihall To-morrow, or when commanded, if God 
permit me Life and Health ; and confider, Sir, that 
I am forced fometimes, to think an Hour before I 
can write a Line ; fo that I hope the moft honou- 
rable Board will pardon me. In the mean while, I am,

Honoured Sir, 
Copy. AFTER I had left Somerfit-houfii for 
*» I was glad to be gone, as I wrote to 
you before, having fome Apprehenfions of Dan- 
ger to my own Perfon, in thole narrow and dark 
Apartments of Father James's ; as I was going to 
my own Lodgings, I begun to confider with Amaze- 
ment, what Mr. Harrifon had told concerning King 
James's Order, and what to do in the Bufinefs, 
how to reveal it, and not be known, and that I 
plight not come to be an Evidence : At laft I thought 
to do it by a Letter, without a Name, remembring 
the Gun- Powder-Plot, how it came to be.difcovered, 
and for my own Prefervation in Cafe of After- 
claps, to have taken an exaft Copy of the Letter, and 
to have preferred it carefully; would to God I 
had continued in that Refolution, I might then have 
been happy, whereas now I am miferable, without 
God's Mercy and the King's. As to the Order, I 
defired Mr. Ft/her, when I met him the next Day, 
to make.particular Enquiry after it, which I thought 
might prove to my Advantage, upon any future 
Danger, which I then plainly did forefce ; and told 
Jiim* Now, dear JFiJker, fays 1^ if you ihould coqie 
%o be egomiQed upon this Account, you will not de- 
Hv- hut J /ave bad an Abkomact o£ x\a& djawtfi 
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Bufinefs all along: Ay, that I will, fays he again, 
readily, for I can do it with a good Confcience, or 
Words to that EfFed. This is Truth. So help 
me God. , 

I came to be acquainted with Captain Wallbank^ 
by the Means of Mr. Clarke the Apothecary in Wat- 
ling-fircet. I had feen him formerly at Mr. Barnf- 
lefs Coffee-Houfh and at the Hole in the Wall in Bald- 
wins-Gardens, but never had any particular Difcourfe 
with him, till fuch tira? as Mr. Clarkjold me, that 
the fame Walbaak^ and Captain Coyrtenej defired to 
fee me. I was not fond of their Company, becaufe 
WjtUbank^ had the Repute of an Atheift, especially 
when in Drink : I thought it but common Civility 
to give him a Meeting, which I did ; I found .him 
all in the Air, Wallbank^ I mean, for the other fpoke 
never a Word that I could lay hold on, and I take 
him to be a clofe-thinking Man ; as for the other, he 
was all in the Clouds, telling, that there were a 
great many Gentlemen in the Countries where he had 
been, would take Arms for King Jame$, upon 
Occafioiv Then they begun to hard drinking. I 
was uneafy, pretended earneft Bufinefs to be gone, 
and fo left them ; but there was not one Word of 
either affaffinating, or feizing the King, as I hope 
for Salvation and Mercy ; only I anfwered to one^ 
who ask'd .me, btft I cannot remember for my Life 
who it was that ask'd me, if I thought Court eney 
and Wallbank^ were in that Confpiracy ; I told then:, 
I knew not, but was afraid they were, in Regard I 
had heard a Whifpering^ ttat tYfc^ ^Sre. «c&o&^ 
.WM Captain Stow. O \ " ~\N^ 
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This is, Worthy Sir, all I can fay of the Truth,' 
and no more, nor no lefs. If my Memory has feiPd 
me in any material Point,- I {hall candidly confefs 
it if a Truth, or conftantly deny any Thing kid 
to my Charge that's Falfe, to my laft Breath : And 
whereas the Honourable Mr. Secretary Trumbull was 
pleafcd to fay, that I could remember Times and Pla- 
ces of feveral Years ago, but could not that of frefti- 
er Date, and that therefore my Confeflion was not 
candid ; but, Sir, I could not forget the Siege of 
Mom, fo famous over all Chriftendom> and that a- 
Man might more eafily remember that, than fomc* 
thing done but "laft Week, if I had not kept a con- 
flant Journal, which I never thought on. 

As Phlebotomy is abfolutely neceffary in the Po- 
litick, as the natural Body, yet it is every honeft 
Man's Policy, as well as Goodnefs, to mix Juftice 
with Mercy, and to pull out the leffer Offenders 
from the greater Criminals ; for which Reafon I hum- 
bly implore his Majefty's Mercy, and earneftly beg 
of the moft honourable Board to intercede for me ; 
and if I be fo happy as to owe the King a Life, I 
will moft willingly fpend the reft of my Days 
ih his Service, and fpend my beft Blood to preferve 
his facred Perfon in any eminent Danger, It is my 
Intereft, as well as Duty and Gratitude fo to do, for 
I could never expeft either Mercy or Favour from 
King James j if ever he ihould return ,• and truly, 
Sir, though I may. not be credited, this bloody Vil- 
lany has very much ftagger'd me, both in my former 
Loyalty 9 that I thought o&ct thsx. mlhvj i<wed 
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him, as in my AfFe&ion ; and I believe, that this' 
bloody and barbarous Villany will gain Thoufands • of 
Jacobites to be the King's Friends, who were for- 
merly his mortal Enemies. Whereof, by all that's 
Good, I fhall make one, and not only that, but gain 
him as many Friends as poffible I can, if it pleafe 

God and the King, to pardon me, and I am fure I 
can do it with a great many, and even with thofe 

who dare defend his Perfon and Government with 

their Swords in their Hands. 

Men, Sir, who know my Temper, will hardly be 
induced to believe, that* I can be guilty of fuch a 
bloody and hellifh Crime ; Men, I mean, Sir; of all 
Perfwafions, as well -Protectants as Papifts, WiUiamites 
and Jacobites, as in fome meafure will appear by a Gen- 
tleman's Difcourfe, who came to the Hatch of the 
Gate, to give me a Vifit ,* for he was not permitted 
to enter, but flood at the Hatch before the two 
Turnkeys. That as to the Affaffination only, he 
believed me to have as great Abhorrence as any Man 
in the Nation ; this was out of the Mouth of not 
only a Proteftant, but of a fteady and zealous Friend 
to the Government, and one with whom I have had 
a great many Debates, even to Heat formerly. 

And now, Sir, I am not only innocent of the 
Aflaffination, by what I have already declared, but 
likewife, I am alfo ignorant of this fudden Invafi- 
on, King James's being at Calais, or Dunkirkj but 
what was talk'd on a good while ago of Dh Bart\ 
going to the Northwards with Fourfcore Transport 
Ships, as alfo of the DuVk <£ frinridC* \*»%t* 
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Total, till fuch time as I did read it in the firft 
Paper ; I am ignorant, I fay, Sir, or elfe let my 
Soul never inherit the Kingdom of Heaven ; and 
this I write without any manner of Equivocation, 
or mental Refervation, for thefe are but Lies, and 
God is the God of Truth* It were a Folly for met 
even to Madnefs, to devour an Ox, and choak my 
felf with the Rump; after I had thrown my fetf 
at the Feet of the King's Mercy, and had comfor- 
table Hopes given me to obtain his Pardon, by a 
foil, candid, and genuine Confeflion : For I have 
declared but too much to take away my L ife ber 
(ides, without his Majefty's moft gracious Pardon* 
a great Part of which, could never in humane Probabi- 
lity, have been proved againft me : But when the 
moft honourable Board confiders, which- 1 humbly 
beg of them to do, for Chrift's Sake, how indu- 
ftrioufly the Bufinefs was concealed from me, there 
will be no Myftery in the Thing. 

And that it was carefully concealed from me, may 
evidently appear by Captain FJfher's telling me, that 
Sir George Barclay told him, that though I was a 
Man of Honour, as he term'd it, and brave enough, 
yet I was timerous, and was pofitively enjoined, not 
to acquaint me with any Thing that pafs'd among 
them. This Timeroufnefs of mine was nothing elfe, 
but that they knew I abhorred their Villanies, and 
were afraid I might have reveal f d them. This I'll 
take the Blefled Sacrament on ; and if I fhould on 
that which is falfe, I fhould certainly be damn'd* 
This I hope Mr. Fijher wifl not deny* and if he 
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does, he is the moft perfidious Wretch that ever God 
and Nature framed. 

I fhall now come to clofe, Sir, for God knows 
I am very ill and faint, and fcarce able to write any 
more, and only acquaint you, that my Information 
was true to the Gentleman, who took me up, my 
Lord Qttfs Adjutant, for the fame Notice was gi- 
ven to Mr. Gibbons thereof, and to a Third Perfon 
alfo; and though he was not taken, yet it was 
an evident Demonftration of the Sincerity of my In- 
tentions.

Gopy.TTE faith, That towards the latter End of 
XjL January laft, as near as he can remem- 
ber, he dined with Sir John Friend, at the Caftle- 
V0Hdlling-HoHje> in the Alley, on the W?/?-End of 
the Old-Exchange in London, and Captaiiy Ridlj was 
there. Captain Ridlj told this Examinanty That a- 
bout ten Days before, a Roman Catholick Gentleman, 

whom he did not name, was fervt ons* x^Y^^****^ 

^.._^ . „ r _ ...... ^ _ ^_ ^^ 
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and that he believed he would bring over the laft Or- 
ders. Sir John Friend (aid, he knew of it, and tha$ 
was all he heard him fay. Ridlj (aid, It was a Gen* 
tleman of 60 Years of Age that went over, and that 
he was a very fenfibk Man. 

About a Week after that Meeting, this Examinant 
met Sir John Friend at Jonathan's Coffee-Honfi ; and 
Sir John Friend having an Occafion of going to/fc/- 
bourn> took this Examinant with him in his Coach, 
as far as St. Martins-U-Gra»d ,* and while they were 
in the Coach, Sir John Friend talk'd to this Exami- 
nant about the Thoulon Fleet's coming about, as alio 
about his Regiment >* and he told this Examinant, 
that it behoved them to be good Husbands, for if the 
Invafion, that was expe&ed at the coming about of 
that Fleet, fhould mifcarry, he fhould not have Mo- 
ney enough to carry on his Trade ; That he, Sir 
John Friend^ would only mount fome poor Officers, 
who could not mount themfelves : That when the 
Thoulon Fleet fhould come about, he and a great 
many others would be taken up, if found, therefore 
he defign'd to abfcond; but he, this Exaoiinant, 
might skulk about, and get Men prepared as well as 
he could. This Examinant anfwered, it would be 
impoffible, for no Body then durft buy a pair of 
Piftols >* and Sir John Friend added, that till the 
Breji and Thoulon Fleet were joined, he would not 
put his Foot in the Stirrup. He told this Exami- 
nant further, That he had a great many back Friends 
about him, but he believed it was through Emu]&» 
tion, or Envy ,• and that if he, this Examinant, car- 
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ried himfelf warily, he (Sir John Friend) would be 
a$ good as his Word to him ; by which he underftood 
lie (liquid not be put by being Lieutenant-Colonel to 
his Regiment. 

Bertram brought this Examinant acquainted with 
Mr. Fifher three Years ago, or more ,• he wa$ very 
ihy of him at firft, and it was half a Year before he 
difcfos'd himfelf to him ; and it was half a Year more 
before he brought him to Sir John Friend: He don't 
Inow that Fifher has feen Sir John Friend for near 
thefe two Years paft, but he came feveral times of late 
to this Examinant, to bring him to Sir John Friend, 
and a Meeting was appointed on the Friday before the 
Proclamation came out, but they mifs'd of one ano- 
ther. 

This Examinant faith further, That Bertram told 
hiip, that Chemock^ and Porter made themfelves furs 
of a great many of the Earl of Oxfords Regiment. 
* This Examinant came accidentally into the Company 
of one of them, whofe Name is Bale, an Irifh Man, 
and that was about the Beginning of this Winter. 
This Examinant told him, by way of Jeft, that he 
heard there were a great many Jacobites in that Regi- 
ment : Whofe Anfwer was, He believed a great ma- 
ny of the old Men were Jacobites in their Hearts ; 
but Bale by his Difcourfe did not give him the leaft 
Caufe to fulped he was one. This Examinant believes 
this Bale is of Sir Francis Comptons Troop. 

This Examinant faith, That about Chriftmas laft 
was twelveMonthjTV^fltt caraeovw £tos\"F> aaiw^sN^fc 
was then to have paid tVie 100 1. xW^u'J^ Wx * 
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laid down for Parker's Efcape ; cither Sir John Friend 
or Harrifon, told this Examinant, that Pigot had re- 
ceiv'd at St. Germains 80 /. in Money, and 20 L by 
a Bill, which made up the 106 /. that was to be paid 
to Sir John Friend about the Spring following; Sir 
john Friend told this Examinant, that he believ'd he 
foas cheated by that Rafcal Pigot, and he knew not 
how to help himfelf, for he durft not ask him for the 
Money. 

This Examinant faith further, That Sir John Friend 
had furnifhed him with feveral finall Sums of Mo- 
ney, at feveral times, to drink with thofe he had en*' 
gag'd into the Regiment ; and this Examinant having 
ipent more Money on that Accotint than ever he had 
received from Sir John Friend, this Examinant fpoke 
to him, to the beft of his Remembrance, about May 
or June htt, and told him, that he had beggar'd him- 
felf to do King James and him Service. Sir John 
Friend's Anfwer was, He would give him no more 
Money out of his Pocket, but if he could make 
Intereft with Mr. Harrifon, who was oblig'd in Ho- 
nour to pay him the 100/. he would affign this Ex- 
aminant 20/. of it. Thereupon this Examinant 
went the next Day to Mr. Harrifon, infifting to have 
an Order for the Payment of the Money, either un- 
der Sir John Friends Hand, 6r by Word of Mouth ; 
but Sir John Friend faid, they fhould have nothing 
under his Hand. This Examinant brought them to- 
gether, and in his Hearing Sir John Friend told Mr* 
Harrifon, he was oblig'd in Honour to fee him paid 

his Money ; and if Mr. Harrifon would advance ao /.-
